Section i. The inhabitants of the town of Lynn 
shall continue to be a body politic and corporate, under 
the name of the City of Lynn, and, as such, shall have, 
exercise and enjoy, all the rights, immunities, powers, 
and privileges, and shall be subject to all the duties and 
obligations now incumbent upon, and appertaining to, 
said town, as a municipal corporation.* 

Sect. 2. The administration of all the fiscal, pru- 
dential and municipal affairs of said city, with the gov- 
ernment thereof, shall be vested in one principal officer, 
to be stj'led mayor ; one council of eight, to be called 
the board of aldermen ; and one council of [twenty- 
five,] to be called the common council, f — which 
boards, in their joint capacity, shall be denominated the 
city council ; and the members thereof shall be sworn 
to the faithful performance of their respective offices. A 
majority of each board shall constitute a quorum for 
doing business. 



*Five amendments to the charter have been adopted ; these ** Acts in addition to an 
act establishing the city of Lynn," are presented In full in their order. See pott. 
Wherever in the charter a provision is afi*ected by amendment it is noted in the margin, 
and the nature and scope of the amendments are indicated in the foot notes. In the 
charter and its amendments as printed in this book, provisions which have been wholly 
or in part annulled or superseded, are inclosed in brackets. 

tBy first amendment to the charter it is provided that "the common council shall 
consist of twenty-two members and no more." This provision was to meet the ezl- 
gency caused by setting off Swampscott and Nahant.

*Nahant, which had constituted Ward VIII of the city of Lynn, was set off as a 
new town by S. 18531 c. 114. As no amendment was made to the city charter till 
February, 1854, the seat of the councilman from this ward was vacant in the interim. 
The like may be said of Ward I, incorporated as the town of Swampscott by S. 18153, 
c. 310. Both towns voted with Lynn for representatives, till the constitutional amend* 
ment of 1857 changed the system of representation.

Sect. 4. [On the second Monday in March,]* an- 
nually, there shall be chosen, by ballot, in each of said 
wards, a warden, clerk, and three inspectors of elec- 
tions, residents of wards in which they are chosen, who 
shall hold their offices for one year, and until others 
shall have been chosen in their places, and qualified to 
act.

By ordinances rendered necessary by setting off Swampscott and Nahant, and by 
amendments to the charter most of the provisions of this section are essentially 
^changed, or entirely superseded. The wards are now reduced from nine to seven in 
number: One, two and three being formerly nine, three and two respectively. 

The school committee has now twenty>one members. One member is elected an- 
nually in each ward, twelve members are elected at large to serve for the term of three 
years, one-third of the members at large being elected in each year, and the mayor and 
president of the common council are members tx officiis. See fifth amendment of the 
charter. 

The board of assessors now consists of three members, chosen at large, to serve for 
the term of three years, one member being elected in each year. There is an assistant 
assessor elected annually in each ward. 

*The municipal election is now held on the Tuesday after the second Monday in 
December, and the city government is organized on the first Monday in January.

After the oath has been administered as aforesaid, the 
two boards shall separate, and the common council shall 
be organized by the choice of a president and clerk, who 
shall be sworn to the faithful performance of their duties. 

In case of the absence of the mayor etect, [on the 
first Monday in April,] the city government shall organ- 
ize itself in the manner hereinbefore provided, and may 
proceed to business in the same manner as if the mayor 
were present, and the oath of office may be administered 
to the mayor at any time thereafter, in a convention of 
the two branches.

Sect. 13. The city council shall have exclusive 
authority and power to lay out any new street or town 
way, and to estimate the damages any individual may 
sustain thereby ; but all questions relating to the subject 
of laying out, accepting, altering, or discontinuing any 
street or way, shall first be acted upon by the mayor 
and aldermen.

Any license issued by the mayor and 
aldermen, as above, may be revoked by them at their 
discretion ; and the violation of any license shall render 
it thereafter void.

the body of the deceased, and for the funeral procession :

But no 
general undertaker shall take charge of, or assist at, the 
burial of any one dying of contagious disease.

The special undertaker shall take personal JJ^'JJIgj °^ 
and exclusive charge and oversight of all interments of ""<*«'**''*'• 
persons dying of small-pox, varioloid, or other conta- 
gious disease, or of any such disease as may render 
proper the isolation of the patient or his remains ; and 
he shall provide for use on such occasions, at the 
expense of the city, a funeral car and all needed imple- 
ments, and constantly keep the same by themselves and 
under his immediate care ; and he shall not suffer said 
car or implements to be used for any other purpose than 
as herein provided. And he shall also take personal 
charge of all infected clothing, furniture, and other mat- 
ters connected with the case of the deceased party, and 
shall cause the same to be destroyed or otherwise prop- 
erly and securely disposed of. But said special under- 
taker shall not take charge of nor in any way assist at, 
the interment of any person deceased from other causes 
than such contagious diseases as are specified in this 
section.

CHAPTER X. 

ESTABLISHING AN ELECTRICAL DEPART- 
MENT. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. A department of the city, to be known as 
the electrical department, is hereby established. Said 
department shall be under the general charge and super- 
vision of a joint standing committee of the city council, 
to be called the electrical committee, which committee 
shall consist of two members of the board of aldermen 
and three members of the common council. The ex- 
pense for the conduct of this department shall be 
estimated by said committee, and the annual appropri- 
ation bill shall make provision therefor. 

Sect. 2. The electrical committee hereby established 
shall have charge of the maintenance of all wires be- 
longing to the city, and shall approve all bills incurred 
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for such maintenance. It shall have charge, also, of all ^^ei^of* 
work done upon wires belonging to other persons or TO^»See. 
corporations than the city, which is required to be done 
under the Statutes of the Commonwealth, and shall 
approve the bills for the same ; and wherever corpora- 
tions or parties are required to reimburse the city for 
money expended by it in such wo^k, said committee 
shall take care that the same is collected. 

Sect. 3. There shall be elected during the month Eieaion. 
of December, 1887, by the city council, and every three 
years thereafter, one person to be styled the city elec- 
trician, who shall hold office for three years from the 
first day of January next after his election. He is hereby 
designated as the officer who shall perform the duties Dutie«. 
required by the provisions of chapter 404 of the Acts of 
the Legislature of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
for the year 1890. He shall supervise every wire or cable 
over streets or buildings, and every wire within a build- 
ing, when such wire is designed to carry an electric light 
or power current; shall notify the person or. corporation 
owning or operating any such wire or cable whenever 
its attachments, insulation, supports, or appliances, are 
unsuitable or unsafe, or any tags or marks thereof here- 
inafter described are insufficient or illegible ; and shall 
remove every wire abandoned for use, and every wire 
except the wire of a street railway company used for the 
transmission of its motive power, or for the protection or 
support of such wires, which, after the expiration of six 
months from the passage of this ordinance, shall be 
unprovided with a tag or mark distinctly designating the 
owner or user of such wire or cable ; shall see that all 
statutes, ordinances, and regulations, relating to his 
duties, and to the location, erection, supports, mainte- 
nance, insulation, and removal of wires or cables in, 
over, or under streets or buildings, are strictly complied 
with and enforced. 
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Sect. 4. Said electrician shall, as soon as convenient 
after his appointment, make and thereafter keep in his 
office, a record of the location of all wires over, in, or 
laid under the streets and other public places, and over 
buildings of the said city, and a record of the names of 
the owner or owners of each and all said wires. 

Sect. 5. Said electrician shall, when so required by 
the mayor or aldermen, examine every application for 
the erection of any wire or poles, or posts for the support 
thereof, in or over any street or public place, and shall 
report to them any facts which, in his opinion, bear upon 
the question of granting or refusing to grant such appli- 
cation. 

Sect. 6. Said electrician shall have the charge and 
control of the erection and maintenance of all wires 
owned by the city, including the fire-alarm telegraph, 
and police electric signal and telephonic systems, and of 
the posts and other supports therefor now erected or 
owned, or hereafter erected by the city. He shall pur- 
chase, under the direction of the electrical committee, 
and set up all the wires, posts, supports, and all the 
dynamos, machinery and other electrical appliances 
required by the city in all departments, and shall see 
that all the said wires, posts, machinery and appliances 
are maintained and kept at all times in good order and 
condition. 

Sect. 7. The city electrician shall have the care of 
all the electrical appliances belonging to the city, and 
superintend all additions and improvements thereto, and 
shall make all necessary repairs thereon, in order that 
the same may be at all times in efficient working order, 
and shall have control of the placing and changing of 
all electric wires within the city. 

Sect. 8. It shall be his duty to inform himself in 
regard to the location of all telegraph, telephone, or 
other electric lines within the city, the ^situation and 
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condition of all electrical appliances, and report to the 
mayor everything he considers hazardous ; also any 
violation of statute law or city ordinance connected with 
the locating and changing of electrical wires within the 
city. 

Sect. 9. He shall have his headquarters at such te" ^'*"" 
place as the electrical committee may designate, and all 
batteries belonging to the city shall be located there, and 
shall be under his care and supervision ; and he shall ^^^^ ^^ ^^^^^ 
have the care and custody of all materials and appliances pninSSi^"^' 
used, or to be used, in connection with his office, and 
may be removed therefrom for cause by the city council. 



CHAPTER XI. 

ELECTRIC WIRES UNDER STREETS. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. Telegraph, telephone and electric light ^ffm^^^niSJ 
companies, whether chartered by this or any other state, S^f^^s*^ 
may lay wires under the streets of the city under the 
following regulations, and not otherwise : 

Sect. 2. The surface of a street shall not be dis- i^sslSTtS" ^° 
turbed for the purpose of laying, repairing or removing sSSSf ° 
wires, or conduits therefor, without a permit from the 
board of aldermeh, or such agent as said board may 
designate, indicating the time, manner and place of 
opening such street, and the time within which such 
work shall be completed ; but this provision shall not be 
construed as requiring any permit for the opening of 
manholes for the purpose of drawing in, removing or 
repairing wires and cables. 

Sect. 3. When an opening is made in a street for ^SJcd.*** 
any of the purposes aforesaid, such street shall be 
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restored to a condition satisfactory to the superintendent 
of streets, and shall be maintained in such condition for 
five years thereafter ; and if not so restored and main- 
tained by said company, said superintendent may cause 
the same to be restored and maintained, the expense 
thereof to be borne by said company. 

Sect. 4. No company in laying, repairing or re- 
moving its wires, or conduits, shall disturb or in any way 
interfere with any gas or water pipes, or sewer, or pipes 
therewith connected. 

Sect. 5. In case the city shall from time to time 
construct or enlarge sewers, water pipes, or other public 
works in streets in which conduits or cables are laid 
hereunder, whereby changes in the location of conduits 
or cables, in the judgment of the board of aldermen may 
be rendered necessary or expedient, such changes shall 
be made by said company at its own expense. 

Sect. 6. No company shall remove its conduits or 
cables without the consent of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 7. No permit shall be granted, or, if granted, 
shall be valid to disturb the surface of a street for any of 
the purposes aforesaid, until the company petitioning 
therefor has executed an agreement in a form satisfactory 
to the city solicitor, providing : — 

JFirsi: That in every underground conduit con- 
structed by any such company, one duct, three inches in 
diameter, shall be reserved, free of expense, for the use 
of the fire, police and other signal wires belonging to 
the city, and used exclusively for municipal purposes, 
and that the fire and police departments, by the city 
electrician or other such agent as shall from time to 
time be designated by the board of aldermen, shall be 
allowed access to said conduits at all times ; and that 
said departments shall be allowed facilities and privileges 
in putting in or taking out wires equal in all respects to 
those of such companies, and that in every underground 
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conduit constructed by such electric light company, 
sufficient and necessary space shall be reserved, free of 
expense, for the use of the electric lighting wires then 
belonging to the city and used exclusively for municipal 
purposes, and that the city electrician or such agent 
shall be allowed access to such conduits at all times, 
and shall be allowed facilities and privileges in putting 
in or taking out electric lighting wires equal in all 
respects to those of such company. 

Second: That said company shall indemnify and 
save harmless the city against all damages, costs and 
expenses whatsoever to which the city may be subjected 
in consequence of the acts or neglects of any such com- 
pany, its agents or servants, or in any manner arising 
from the rights or privileges granted it by the city, 
whether the liability on account of which such damage, 
cost or expense arises is caused by said company solely 
or jointly by said company and said city. 

Third: That every such company, after a hearing 
held before the board of aldermen upon two weeks' 
notice, shall remove any or all of its conduits, subways 
and appurtenances thereto, to such locations as may be 
required by the board of aldermen. 

Fourth : That the wires of any company shall be so 
laid and maintained as not to prevent the laying of wires 
of other companies in the same street, and be so main- 
tained as in no manner to interfere with or injure the 
efficiency of the wires of any other person or company 
operating electrical wires. 

Sect. 8. In addition to the aforesaid agreement, such Bond to be 
company shall, before a street is disturbed for the laying 
of its wires or conduits, execute a bond with surety or 
sureties satisfactory to the board of aldermen in the 
penal sum of not less than ten thousand dollars, condi- 
tioned to fulfill all its said agreements with the city and its

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thereto and amendment thereof, and a new bond of 
like import may at any time be required of such com- 
pany by the board of aldermen. Such new bond shall 
be a strengthening bond, unless the sureties on former 
bonds are expressly released from further liability by 
vote of the board of aldermen.

The said city engineer shall, monthly, 
present to the mayor and board of aldermen a report in monthiy^***^ 
relation to his department, showing the number of per- 
sons employed," the detailed expenses of the department, 
the general nature of the work, the condition of all 
structures that come under his supervision that are in 
process of construction, or that have been completed 
during the month, and such other general information 
in relation to the same as he may deem expedient. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

FINANCE. 

ORDINANCE. 

Section i. In the month of January there shall be 
chosen annually by the city council, by ballot in conven- 
tion of the two branches thereof, a competent person, 
who shall be styled the auditor of accounts. He shall 
be qualified by oath or affirmation, on the first Monday 
in February, or as soon thereafter as may be, and shall 
hold his office till a successor is chosen and qualified in 
like manner. He shall perform all the duties hereinafter 
specified, and shall receive therefor such compensation 
as the city council may from time to time determine. He 
shall be qualified by oath or affirmation, and shall hold his 
office till a successor is chosen and qualified in like manner. 

All debts, claims and demands, other than 
judgments of the judicial court, due from the city to any 
person or party, shall, before payment, be presented at 
the office of the auditor, who shall receive and examine 
the same, and see that they are correct and properly 
vouched for, as well as separately made out when 
belonging to different departments. He shall then, 
once in each month,* or oftener if required, lay before 
the respective boards of the city charged with the 
expenditure of money, or before any committee author- 
ized to make contracts, all such bills and accounts as 
require to be approved thereby ; and after their action 
on the same, he shall return to any claimant such bills 
as have been rejected. 

All claims approved by such boards or committees 
shall be endorsed by the respective chairmen thereof, 
certifying the fact ; and shall then be returned to the

auditor, who shall charge the same to the account of the

Sect. i. The sum of ten thousand dollars appropri- 
ated the current year (1882) for a city debt sinking fund, 
act of 1875, having been so intended, is hereby more 
fully defined as the establishment of, and as a contribution 
to, a sinking fund for the extinguishment of all debts of 
the city, the payment of which is not otherwise provided 
for, and that hereafter there shall be raised annually by 
taxation and contributed to said sum, an amount sufficient 
with its accumulation to extinguish said debts at the 
times required by law. 
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CHAPTER XV. 
FIRE. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. The city council shall, in the month of 
January, elect by joint ballot in convention a chief fal'in^r^ 
engineer of the fire department, who shall hold office for 
a term of three years from the first Monday in February 
following, or until another is elected in his stead, unless 
sooner removed for cause. The city council may at any 
time, for cause, by a two-thirds vote in concurrence, 
remove said chief engineer from office, and whenever, 
from any cause, a vacancy shall occur in said office, it 
shall be filled by a new election in the manner provided 
in section one of this ordinance. The city council shall 
also in the same month, choose by joint ballot in con- 
vention, four assistant engineers of the fire department, 
determining their respective rank and precedence at the 
time of said election, and said engineers shall hold office 
as follows : one for the term of four years, one for three 
years, one for two years, and one for one year, severally 
from the first Monday in February next ensuing ; and 
annually thereafter in January there shall be chosen in 
manner as above stated one member of said board to 
hold office for the term of four years. Any vacancy 
arising in said board shall be filled by the city council for 
the unexpired term in the manner above prescribed. The 
city council by concurrent vote shall have power for suffi- 
cient cause to remove either of said engineers from office. 

Sect. 2. The persons so chosen shall constitute the Board to be 

^ orgHnized. 

board of engineers, and shall forthwith proceed to 
organize as such by the choice of a clerk and all other 
needed officers. A majority of said board shall be a 
quorum, and the chief engineer shall preside, or, in his ^ovren and 
absence, the engineer next in rank who may be present. 
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The board may make such rules and regulations for the 
better government, discipline and order of the depart- 
ment, and for the extinguishment of fires, not repugnant 
to the laws of the commonwealth, as they may deem 
proper ; the same to be subject, however, to the approval 
of the city council. In consultation with the joint stand- 
ing committee on fire department for the time being, it 
shall establish a uniform for the members of the fire 
department, and shall have authority to make changes 
in the same whenever, in their judgment, it may become 
necessary. They shall have general and exclusive 
supervision of the fire department and its members, and 
of its machinery and material, and may, from time to 
time, make such repairs, alterations and additions, in 
and to the latter, as may be necessary. But such repairs, 
alterations and additions shall not exceed one hundred 
dollars in value, at one time, unless a larger expenditure 
shall have been authorized by the city council or some 
committee thereof. 

Sect. 3. The pay roll of the fire department and all 
bills, debts and claims incurred by or through the board 
of engineers shall be subject to its approval and the 
approval of the joint standing committee of the city 
council on fire department ; provided, however, that all 
bills, debts and claims which said engineers are by law 
empowered to contract need not be approved by said 
committee, and no expenditures greater than the annual 
appropriation for the department shall be made by it 
without the approval of said committee and a special 
appropriation therefor. The board shall also nominate 
all persons who are to be appointed as members of the 
department, and shall, on the organization of any com- 
pany, furnish every member with the rules and regula- 
tions of the department.

Each company shall consist of as 
many men, and shall bear such designation, as the 
board of engineers deem proper, subject to the approval 
of the committee on the fire department. The members 
of the department shall be appointed for a term of service 
of one year only, or until otherwise discharged. 

Sect. 7. The chief engineer shall have sole and DuUcsand

exclusive command over all other engineers and mem- engineer, 
bers of the department present at fires ; and all powers, 
rights and privileges, as to the control and command of 
bystanders and spectators at fires, which by the laws of 
the commonwealth are vested in firewards of towns, are

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engineer. He shall superintend and take charge of all 
hydrants. He shall keep, or cause to be kept, fair and 
exact rolls of the respective companies, embracing every 
member of the department, and showing the name and 
age of each, and the time of his admission and dis- 
charge. He shall keep an exact account of the receipts 
and expenditures of the department, and in January, 
annually, shall make a detailed report to the city coun- 
cil, showing the condition of the department, the cost of 
maintaining it, and a list of all losses and accidents by 
fire occurring within the city for the year, with the 
causes thereof, so far as can be ascertained.

CONCERNING GUNPOWDER. 

Sect. 17. No gunpowder shall be kept by any per- 
son in any place within the limits of the city, unless it 
shall be kept in tight casks or canisters ; and no gun- 
powder above the quantity of twenty-five pounds shall be 
kept or deposited in any shop, store or other building, 
within ten rods of any other building. 

Sect. 18. No gunpowder above the quantity of one 
pound shall be kept or deposited by any person in the 
city, unless the same is well secured in copper, tin or 
brass canisters, holding not exceeding five pounds each, 
closely covered with copper, tin or brass covers, accord- 
ing to chapter one hundred and two of the Public 
Statutes. 

Sect. 19. No gun cotton, nor any substance pre- 
pared for explosion shall be kept by any person within 
the limits of the city, except under the regulations and 
penalties that are now applied to gunpowder. 

Sect. 20. Any person who shall offend against any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay 
for each and every offence a sum not less than one dol- 
lar or more than twenty dollars. The owner of any 
structure erected contrary to the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one 
dollar or morp than twenty dollars for each and every 
day he shall so maintain such structure.

at the police station ; shall examine all applicants for 
state aid, when requested by the committee on state aid 
of the city council; shall, together with the district 
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physicians, examine all cases of insanity reported to 
them by the police department, or overseers of the poor ; 
shall vaccinate all scholars of the public schools that 
may be sent to him by the school committee for that 
purpose, and shall generally do and perform such 
services not herein otherwise provided for, and give such 
advice and counsel as may be from time to time required 
of him by the city council, or any committee thereof.

under the penalty of dismissal by appointing power. 
The salary of said inspector shall be fixed by the board 
of health, and approved by the city council ; the amount 
thus stated shall be drawn from the annual appropria- 
tion, excepting for the ensuing year, which amount shall 
be taken from the contingent fund ; and before entering 
upon his duties, said inspector shall give a good and 
sufficient bond to the city of Lynn in the penal sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

Sect. 13. The plumbing and draining of all build- piaa" °* ^ 
ings, whether of construction or alteration, shall be 
executed in accordance with plans and specifications 
previously submitted to and approved in writing by the 
board of health or its agent. No such plumbing shall be 
put up, constructed, altered or repaired, except in the 
repairing of leaks in waste or supply pipes, and the 
repairing of valves or faucets, without first obtaining a 
permit therefor from the board of health, which permit 
shall be issued without cost to any property owner, 
builder, architect, or other person interested in or in any 
way connected with such work, upon application in writ- 
ing, stating the location of the premises where such work 
is to be done, and the time when it will be commenced. 

Sect. 14. Any person who shall, after receiving ^^^^^ 
such permit as is provided for in the preceding section, phJlST^r 
without notifying the board of health, in writing, com- SatTthaS 
mence any portion of the work thereby authorized, at an appUcation. 
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earlier date than that named in the application for such 
permit, shall be subject to the fine hereinafter imposed 
for violations of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Sect. 15. Plans and specifications of the said plumb- 
ing and draining shall, in each case, be submitted upon 
blanks in such form as the board of health shall order, 
and placed on file in the health department. No person 
shall commence work on such drainage or plumbing 
until such plans and specifications have been submitted 
to and approved by the board of health, or some person 
designated by it for that purpose. Plans and specifica- 
tions will be approved or rejected within five days of 
filing the same. After a plan or piece of work has once 
been approved, no alteration of either will be allowed, 
except on written application of the plumber and approval 
of the change by the board of health or its agent. 

Sect. 16. No person shall cover or conceal any 
part of the work until after it has been examined and 
approved by the inspector of plumbing. The plumber 
shall send notice to the board of health, when the work 
is sufficiently advanced for such inspection, and again 
when the work is completed. The plumber shall test all 
soil, waste, drain and vent pipes in the presence of the 
plumbing inspector by a pressure test, or by other 
methods that may be approved by the board of hefalth, 
the pressure to be applied as directed by the inspector, 
and after all openings have been securely closed by the 
plumber in charge of the work. None of said pipes 
shall be covered or used until they have stood the test to 
the satisfaction of the inspector. 

Sect. 17. In the construction of this ordinance, the 
term "house drain" shall include the horizontal pipe 
connecting the lower end of the soil pipe with sewer or 
cesspool. That portion of the house drain which is out- 
side of the building, and more than four feet from the 
foundation walls, shall be constructed of extra heavy 
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cast-iron soil pipe, or of the best quality of drain pipe. 
That portion of the house drain which is inside of the 
building line and four (4) feet exterior thereto, must be 
of iron pipe, and the location, fastening and pitch of 
pipe to be done in a manner satisfactory to the inspector. 
When necessarily placed beneath a basement or cellar 
floor, it shall be of the quality known as extra heavy 
cast-iron soil pipe, and in all buildings except dwelling 
houses, a trench shall be provided with movable covers, 
and walled up with either stone or brick, and of such 
width as to admit of access to all joints. Whenever a 
hduse drain or private sewer passes under another house 
or within four (4) feet of the cellar wall of another, it 
shall be of the quality known as extra heavy cast-iron 
soil pipe. 

Sect. 18. When connected with a public sewer or House drain 
cesspool, the house drain shall be provided with a running 
trap of the same size as the drain located beyond all 
house connections, which shall have a hand-hole for 
convenience in cleaning. If the trap be inside the cellar 
wall, the hand-hole shall be on the house side of the 
trap. 

Sect. iq. When the house drain is connected with a Fresh air

public sewer or cesspool, there shall be a fresh air inlet 
entering the drain between the main trap and all house 
"connections of not less than four inches internal diameter, 
extending into the external air not less than one foot 
above the ground, and away from all windows and doors, 
the upper end to be protected by a cowl or return bend 
securely fastened. 

Sect. 20. In the construction of this ordinance the soiipipe. 
term "soil pipe" shall mean the vertical pipe connecting 
with the house drain. All pipes receiving the discharge 
from water closets, and all branches from such pipe over 
ten feet in length, shall be of iron, shall have at least 
four inches internal diameter, and shall continue of 
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undiminished size at least two feet above roof, away 
from all windows, and shall be open at the top. 

Sect. 21. All connections with horizontal pipes shall 
be made by one-eighth bends and Y branches or sanitary 
T's, and all changes in directions shall be by curved 
pipe. No trap shall be placed at the foot of a vertical 
soil pipe. 

Sect. 22. (a) Waste pipes from sinks, basins, 
wash-tubs, etc., shall be of lead or iron: those of less 
than two inches internal diameter shall be of lead ; all 
those of two inches and over shall be of iron. 

{6) All waste pipes from safes under fixtures shall be 
run to basement or cellar, and left open ; and in no case 
shall they be connected with a soil pipe or any other 
waste pipe. 

(c) No waste pipe from a refrigerator or other recep- 
tacle in which food or provisions are stored, shall be 
connected with a drain, soil or other waste pipe, but 
shall be separated therefrom by an open air sink or tray 
furnished with a trap. 

(d) No steam exhaust, blow off, nor drip pipe, shall 
connect with a sewer, house drain, rain-water conductor, 
soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall discharge into 
a suitable tank or condenser, from which a proper outlet 
to the house drain shall be provided. 

Sect. 23. When within the house, the rain-water 
leader must be of cast-iron, with leaded joints of 
wrought-iron or of copper, with soldered joints. Rain- 
water must never lead into the soil pipe. When outside 
of the house and connected with the house-drain, it must 
be trapped beneath the ground or just inside of the wall, 
the trap being arranged so as to prevent freezing. In 
every case where a leader opens near a window, or a 
light shaft, it must be properly trapped. No rain-water 
leader shall be used as a soil, waste, or vent pipe, nor 
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connected therewith ; nor shall any soil, waste or vent 
pipe be used as a rain-water leader. 

Sect. 24. Every pipe connecting a water closet with 
a soil pipe shall be trapped close to. connection with the 
water closet. Every waste pipe shall be trapped close 
to the fixtures and separately from any water closet. 
There shall be no traps on main vertical soil or waste 
pipes or rain-water conductors. A suitable grease trap Traps, 
shall be constructed under the sink of every hotel, eating 
house, restaurant, or other public cooking establishment 
in such a manner as to be easily accessible for inspection 
and cleaning. 

Sect. 25. All overflow pipes from tanks shall be left J*^^®''"" 
open and in sight. In no case shall they be run into a 
soil, waste, or vent pipe. 

Sect. 26. All traps shall be furnished with a vent vcntiiauonof 

, traps. 

pipe run from the crown of the trap. The vent pipes 
from a water closet trap shall be at least two inches in 
diameter ; other vent pipes shall be as large as the waste 
pipe from the trap. All ventilating pipes from a soil or 
waste pipe shall be run, of undiminished size, separately 
or combined together, to the roof, and carried up at least 
four inches, internal diameter, through the roof and at 
least two feet above it, and left open, or may be run into 
soil pipe above all connections. In no case shall a soil 
or waste or a ventilating pipe from a soil or waste pipe 
be connected with a chimney. No brick, earthenware, 
or sheet metal pipes shall be used for ventilating pipes 
from a soil or waste pipe. No wrought-iron pipe shall 
be used for ventilating pipes. Ventilating pipes shall be 
so constructed as not to allow the formation of a trap, 
nor be used as waste pipes. 

Sect. 27. Every soil and iron waste or ventilating ^j"J;*'**° 
pipe shall be of tarred cast-iron of uniform thickness, 
free from holes and other defects, and when used under 
ground, shall be of the grade known as extra heavy, and 
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Jtfiall have the full weight of the following table for the 
corresponding diameters :

in hydraulic cement, care being taken that the inside of 
the joints and of the pipe is properly cleaned out before 
connection is made with the house. Every joint in lead 
pipe shall be made in solder, and wiped joints are to be 
used where practicable. Every joint of an iron and a 
lead pipe shall be made by a brass or iron ferrule of the 
same size as lead pipe set in the hub of the branch of the 
iron pipe, and caulked with lead; the lead pipe to be 
attached to the ferrule by a wiped soldered joint.

No person shall discharge any contents of 
any privy vault, manure pit, or carriage wash into any 
public drain or sewer, except through an intervening 
catch basin, the outlet pipe of which shall be high 
enough above the bottom to prevent any but liquid con- 
tents from passing over into the drain or sewer. A 
sufficient trap shall be placed in every drain connecting 
such catch basin with a sewer. 

Sect. 36. Any person or persons who shall con- 
struct, erect, alter or repair any plumbing without first 
obtaining the permit hereinbefore mentioned, shall be 
subject to a fine of five dollars ; and if it shall be found 
' that any plumbing intended to be affected by this ordi- 
nance shall have been constructed, erected, altered or 
repaired contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, then 
the person or persons so offending shall be subject to a 
fine of twenty dollars for each offence, such fines to be Penaiuc*.

JUNK DEALERS.

Sect. i. No person shall engage in collecting rags, 
paper, glass, old metals, junk, or other waste matter 
within the city of Lynn, or go about in the streets, alleys, 
and public places in said city, for the purpose of collect- 
ing, purchasing, or bartering for the same, without first 
having obtained a license so to do from the board of 
mayor and aldermen of said city, which said license 
may contain such conditions as it may deem expedient, 
and revocable at the pleasure of said board, upon notice. 
Persons engaged in the employments described in this 
section shall be known as junk dealers. 

Sect. 2. Every license granted under the provisions 
hereof, unless sooner revoked, shall expire on the first 
day of May after the date thereof ; and every person 
licensed as aforesaid shall wear, while exercising his 
vocation, conspicuously on the left breast, a metallic 
badge with the words '*Junk Dealer" and the number of 
his license inscribed thereon, the same to be procured of

them upon payment of the cost of the same, when the 
license is granted.

The city messenger department shall be Citymesscn- 
under the charge of the city messenger, who shall hold 
office from the first Monday of January, in the year of 
his election, and until another is chosen in his place, 
subject to removal, at any time, by the city council. He 
shall devote his whole time to the service of the city. 

Sect. 2. The city messenger shall attend to the Duties of city 
opening and closing of the rooms in the city hall, and "•'**"*^"' 
have the care and charge of the same ; shall attend all 
meetings of the board of aldermen and of the common 
council ; shall wait upon all committees and boards when 
in session at the city hall, and in general shall perform 
all services required by the mayor, by either branch of 
the city council, or by such committees or boards. 

Sect. 3. The city messenger shall purchase all sup- Further 
plies of stationery required for the use of the city council messenger, 
and departments acting thereunder. He shall keep a 
detailed account of all such purchases and deliveries 
from the same, and shall furnish each department only 
upon a requisition signed by the head of such depart- 
ment, and take a receipt for all articles delivered. He 
shall make monthly reports to the city auditor, of all 
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Stationery furnished by him to each of the several 
departments of the city. He shall have charge of all 
printed matter, bound volumes and books of reference 
belonging to the city, and not delivered to the depart- 
ments, and shall distribute the same, or keep them in 
convenient form for reference, according to such order as 
the committee on printing shall adopt. He shall report to 
the city council annually, in December, giving a general 
statement of purchases, deliveries and stock on hand. 

Sect. 4. The president of the common council for 
the time being shall appoint, as soon as convenient after 
the organization of the city government, a suitable person 
to be messenger of the council, who shall attend at 
meetings of that board, and shall be entrusted with the 
transmission of messages which may require to be sent 
to the mayor and aldermen during the time of any ses- 
sion. He shall also perform all the proper duties of 
assistant clerk of the council, when thereto required. 

Sect. 5. The common council may, for good and 
sufficient cause, remove their messenger from office at 
any time, by vote ; and thereupon the president shall 
make a new appointment to the office for the remainder 
of the year.

PINE GROVE CEMETERY. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. The board of commissioners of Pine Grove 
Cemetery shall have sole care, superintendence and 
management of Pine Grove Cemetery, and of the Eastern 
and Western burial grounds. Said board is authorized 
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to take and hold any grants, donations or bequests of 
property upon trust, and to apply the same or the income 
thereof for the improvement or embellishment of said 
cemetery, or for the erection, repair, preservation or 
removal of any monument, fence or other erection, or 
for the planting and cultivation of trees, shrubs or plants 
in and around any lot, or for any other improvement 
consistent with the uses of said cemetery, according to 
the terms of such grant, donation or bequest. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any such grant, donation or commission- 
.bequest, or deposit shall be made by the proprietor or a"ameroent 

P , . . « f, y . binding the 

propnetors of any lot in said cemetery, for the repair, city, 
preservation or embellishment of such lot and the erec- 
tions thereon, the board of commissioners shall give the 
proprietor or proprietors of such lot, or to his or their 
representatives, an agreement, binding said city to 
expend the income in the repair, preservation and im- 
provement of such lot or lots, and the erections thereon, 
forever. Said agreement shall be recorded by the city 
clerk, in a book to be provided for that purpose, to be 
kept in his office. 

Sect. 3. The agreement named in the preceding 
section shall be in form as follows, viz :

Sect. 4. Any sum of money, given and deposited 
as named in section 2 of this ordinance, and received 
by said commissioners (in trust as aforesaid) shall be 
invested by the city treasurer, who shall act as the treas- 
urer of said board, and under their sole direction as to 
investing in public stocks, mortgages of real estate, or 
in deposits in any savings bank in this commonwealth, 
which shall always remain separate from and independ- 
ent of any other money or property of said city, and free 
from the control of the city council ; and the income of 
said money or funds shall be received by the city treas- 
urer and be subject to the order of said commissioners, 
and shall be expended by them in such manner as shall 
in their opinion best promote the purposes for which said 
grants, donations, bequests or deposits are respectively 
made. 

Sect. 5. No person visiting Pine Grove Cemetery 
shall walk or pass upon any part of the grounds, except 
upon the avenues and paths, and in a decent and respect- 
ful manner : provided, however, that any proprietor of 
a lot may enter upon the same. No person shall ride 
or drive in any part of the grounds, except upon the 
avenues, nor at a rate faster than a walk. 

Sect. 6. No person shall fasten a horse except at 
the places provided for the purpose, nor leave one 
unfastened without a keeper ; and no person shall suffer 
any dog belonging to him or in his care, to enter the 
cemetery. 
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Sect. 7. No person shall gather any flowers, either no person 
wild or cultivated within the cemetery ; nor remove, cut, floors!' 
break or mark any tree, shrub or plant. And no per- 
son shall cut down or destroy any tree within any lot or 
border, without permission obtained from the commis- 
sioners of the cemetery : -provided^ however^ that noth- ProvUo. 
ing herein contained shall be construed so as to prohibit 
any proprietor of a lot from removing flowers, shrubs or 
plants, other than trees, from his own lot, or from its 
borders, when they shall have been planted and culti- 
vated at his own expense. 

Sect. 8. No person shall climb upon or over, write Defadny 
or mark upon, deface or injure, any monument, grave- etc. 
stone, fence, rustic seat, or other structure in or belong- 
ing to the cemetery. 

Sect. 9. No person shall discharge any firearms, of Firearms not 
any kind, in the cemetery, unless by direction of the *^^^***- 
keeper, nor shall attempt, in any manner to destroy or 
annoy the birds, squirrels, or other harmless animals 
found therein. 

Sect. id. No person detected in the violation of J^jJ^i^ftobe 
any of the provisions of this ordinance, or in any disor- "p«"*^- 
derly conduct, shall remain in the cemetery after having 
been directed by the keeper to depart. 

Sect. ii. Any person who shall offend against any Penalty for 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay, ordinance, 
for each and every offence, a sum not less than one dol- 
lar, nor more than twenty dollars. 
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CHAPTER XXVII. 
POLICE. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. The police department shall consist of the 
city marshal, one deputy marshal, one captain, two 
lieutenants, three sergeants of police, and such number of 
policemen as the board of mayor and aldermen shall 
deem necessary. They shall be appointed annually in 
the month of January by the mayor, and be subject to 
the confirmation or rejection of the board of aldermen, 
and shall rank in the order in which they are named. 
Said city marshal, deputy marshal, captain of police, 
lieutenants, sergeants of police, and members of the 
police force, may at any time be removed by the board 
of mayor and aldermen. They shall be subject to all 
the rules and regulations, and perform all the duties 
which now are, or may hereafter be, prescribed by the 
ordinances of the city council or the orders of the board 
of aldermen. Before entering upon his duties, each 
officer so appointed and confirmed shall be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of the duties assigned him. 

Sect. 2. The city marshal shall have entire control 
of the police department. He shall devote his whole 
time to preserve the peace, order and cleanliness of the 
city of Lynn, and shall execute and enforce the ordi- 
nances and orders of the city council and the orders of 
the board of aldermen. He shall take notice of all 
nuisances, defects and obstructions, in the streets, lanes, 
alleys, courts and public places and squares of the city, 
and shall take all proper measures relative thereto, 
according to the laws and ordinances, and shall cause 
proceedings to be instituted for the prosecution of vio- 
lations of the laws and ordinances, and attend the trial 
of the same. 
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Sect. 3. The city marshal, before entering upon citymarahRi 
the duties of his office, shall give bonds in the sum of 
six hundred dollars, with sureties to be approved by the 
mayor and aldermen, for the faithful performance of his 
duties. 

Sect. 4. The city marshal shall cause to be kept city marshal.

without delay. This provision shall not affect any sum Proviso, 
which may be received by the city marshal or any other 
officer as rewards for the detection of crime, or for the 
recovery of property, or as satisfaction for personal 
injury while in the discharge of duty, but such sums 
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may, with the approval of the mayor and aldermen, be 
retained as private property. 

Sect. 9. There shall be appointed annually by the 
mayor, subject to the confirmation or rejection of the 
board of aldermen, such a number as they may deem 
proper of special policemen with all the powers of regu- 
lar policemen. They shall devote so much time to the 
service of the city as the city marshal shall require ; they 
shall receive such compensation as the city council may 
determine, but shall not be entitled to any pay from the 
city when not ordered upon duty. 

Sect. id. All the duties heretofore required by the 
laws of the commonwealth, or orders of the mayor or 
board of aldermen, to be performed by watchmen, shall 
be performed by the policemen who are detailed for 
night duty. 
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CHAPTER XXVIII. 
POOR. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect, i. In the month of January of each year, 
there shall be appointed a joint standing committee of 
the city council, to consist of two aldermen and three 
members of the common council, to be called the 
"committee on almshouse and poor." And to said 
committee shall be referred all questions and matters 
relating to the poor department, and coming within the 
jurisdiction of the city council. 

Sect. 2. Said committee shall visit the almshouse at 
least once in each quarter, and carefully inspect the 
arrangements and management thereof. They shall 
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also, at such times, make such examinations as they 
may think needful, of the various books and registers 
kept by the overseers, to which, for this purpose, they 
shall have free access ; and if they shall detect, in any 
of such examinations, any irregularity or impropriety of 
administration, they shall report to the city council a full 
statement thereof immediately. 

Sect, 'i. The board of overseers shall, on the first overseers to

Monday of January, April, July and October, in each 
year, render to the city council a full and explicit report 
of their receipts and expenditures for the preceding 
quarter; and shall, accompany the same with all such 
detailed statements as ta all cases relieved or refused, as 
the city council may, by any order, require. And the 
overseers shall keep all such books, records, and regis- 
ters, as will enable them fully to compfy with the above 
provisions.

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CHAPTER XXXI. 

SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. At the commencement of each municipal 
year there shall be appointed a joint standing committee 
on drainage, to consist of two aldermen and three mem- 
bers of the common council, to whom all matters relating 
to drainage shall be referred. They shall also lay, 
make, maintain and repair all main drains or common 
sewers which shall be ordered by the city council. 

Sect. 2. All main drains or common sewers shall 
be laid (if through a street or highway) as nearly as 
may be practicable in the centre of the street or high- 
way, and shall be built of such materials and of such 
dimensions as the city council shall determine. 

Sect. 3. The city engineer, whenever any main 
drain or common sewer is ordered to be built or repaired, 
shall ascertain its depth, breadth, mode of construction 
and general direction, and take the plan thereof, and 
insert the same, with all those particulars, in a book to 
be kept for that purpose, and forthwith ascertain and 
insert on said plan all entries made into such drain or 
sewer. He shall keep an accurate account of the 
expense of constructing and repairing such main drain or 
common sewer, and shall report the same to the mayor 
and aldermen, together with a list of the persons and 
estates deriving benefit therefrom. 

Sect. 4. Every person making application to enter 
his particular drain into any main drain or* common 
sewer heretofore built, or hereafter to be built, under the 
authority of the city council, may do so upon receiving 
the written consent of the mayor and aldermen, provided 
such person shall first pay such lawful assessment as may 
be required of him ; and it is also further provided, that 
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he shall comply with such conditions as the mayor and 
aldermen may prescribe. Where an estate abuts on 
more than one street or way, the drainage assessments 
shall be assessed as follows : total frontage to be ascer- 
tained and the assessment to be levied upon one-half of 
the same. 

Sect. 5. Every person who enters his particular penalty for

written consent of the mayor and aldermen, shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of twenty dollars, with such other 
damages as the mayor and aldermen shall deem just.

Sect. 8. The city clerk shall cause to be entered in Dutvofcit^r 
a book, to be kept lor that purpose, all assessments treasurer as to

made under the provisions of this ordinance, and shall 
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make out all bills for the same, and deliver the said bills 
to the citv treasurer for collection, who shall demand 
payment thereof in the manner prescribed by law ; and 
the said treasurer shall cause all bills remaining unpaid 
at the expiration of three months from the laying of 
such assessments to be collected according to law. 

Sect. 9. No owner or owners of any real estate, to 
whom permission has been or shall be granted to con- 
struct any private drain or drains for such estates, shall, 
by the construction of such private drain or drains, be 
exempted from any assessment lawfully imposed for 
constructing main drains or common sewers in the same 
vicinity. 

Sect. id. Whenever any drain connecting with any 
main drain or common sewer shall become clogged, 
obstructed, broken, out of order, or detrimental to the 
use of the sewer or other drain, or unfit for the purpose 
of drainage, the owner, agent, occupant, or person hav- 
ing charge of any building, yard, lot of land or other 
premises which are drained by said drain, shall, when 
directed by the board of mayor and aldermen, within 
five days after notice in writing from said board, remove, 
reconstruct, alter, cleanse or repair said drain, as the 
condition of said drain may require. In case of neglect 
or refusal to remove, reconstruct, repair, alter, or cleanse 
said drain for the space of five days, the board of mayor 
and ali*3rmen shall cause the same to be removed, 
reconstructed, repaired, altered or cleansed, as they may 
deem expedient, at the expense of the owner, agent, 
occupant, or other person, as aforesaid, and such owner, 
agent, occupant, or other person, shall also be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. ii. The city engineer, under the direction of 
the board of mayor and aldermen, is authorized to per- 
mit, under such restrictions and on the payment of such 
sum, not exceeding twenty dollars, as they shall deem 
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expedient, the construction of sufficient passageways or 
conduits, under ground, for the purpose of conveying the 
contents of any vaults into any main drain or common 
sewer. 

Sect. 12. For the purpose of rendering applicable Adoption 
to this city the provisions of law in this commonwealth prowilSL. 
in relation to sewers and drains, the fourth, fifth and 
sixth sections of the fiftieth chapter of the Public Statutes 
are hereby accepted, and the same shall be hereafter 
held to govern the affairs of the city in that behalf, 
accordingly.

CHAPTER XXXII. 
SOLICITOR. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. In the month of July, annually, and when- 
ever a vacancy in the office shall occur, there shall be 
chosen by joint ballot, in convention of the two branches 
of the city council, a solicitor for the city of Lynn, who 
shall be a resident thereof, and who shall have been 
admitted an attorney and counsellor in the courts of the 
commonwealth, and who shall not hold any other office 
under the city government during the period for which 
he is elected ; and he shall be removable at the pleasure 
of the city council. He shall have his office at the city 
hall, and shall devote such time to the duties of the 
office as is necessary for the full and complete perform- 
ance of the legal business of the city. 

Sect. 2. Said city solicitor shall, by himself, or by 
some person duly authorized, for whose conduct, skill 
and faithfulness he shall be accountable, draw up and 
prepare all bonds, deeds, obligations, contracts, leases, 
conveyances, agreements and other legal instruments, 
of whatever nature, which may be required of him by 
any ordinance, or order of the mayor and aldermen, or 
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of the city council, or which by any ordinance or order 

heretofore passed may be requisite to be done and made 
by the city of Lynn, and any person or persons con- 
tracting with the city, in its corporate capacity, and 
which by law, usage and agreement, the city is to be at 
the expense of drawing. 

Sect. 7. Said city solicitor shall also commence and Hisdutiwas 

, , to proceed- 

prosecute all actions and suits to be commenced by the {^5Ji° ^^ 
city before any tribunal in this commonwealth, whether 
in law or equity, and shall also appear in, defend and 
advocate the rights and interests of the city, or any of the 
officers of the city, in any suit or prosecution for any 
act or omission in the discharge of their official duties, 
wherein any estate, right, privilege, ordinances or acts 
of the city government, or any breach of any ordinance, 
may be brought in question. And said solicitor shall 
also appear before the legislature of the commonwealth, 
or any committee thereof, whether of either or both 
branches of the same, and there, in behalf of the city, 
represent, answer for, defend and advocate the interests - 
of said city, whenever the same may be, directly or 
indirectly, affected, whether to prosecute or defend the 
same ; and he shall, in all matters, do all and every 
professional act incident to the office which may be 
required of him by the city government, or by any joint 
or special committee thereof, or by any ordinance or 
order heretofore passed ; and he shall, when required, 
furnish the mayor and aldermen, the common council, 
or any joint or special committee of either branch thereof, 
or any officer of the city government, who may require 
it in the discharge of his official duties, his legal opinion 
on any subject touching the duties of their respective 
offices.

out or accepted, or by which any change or alteration is 
made in the grade, location, or name of any street or

upon the passage of the same.

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PROPER CONDITION AND CLEARING OF STREETS. 

Sect. 7. The owner or tenant of an estate abutting 
on any sidewalk in such streets as may be designated by 
the city council, shall remove or cause to be removed, 
the snow and ice from such sidewalks, unless such ice is 
made even, and covered with sand or ashes to prevent 
slipping. If the snow cease falling in the daytimfe, it 
shall be removed within four hours after it has ceased to 
fall, and if it cease falling in the night time it shall be 
removed before eleven o'clock of the succeeding day. 

Sect. 8. Whenever any sidewalk in any street, not 
designated by the city council, as herein provided, shall 
be covered with snow or ice so as to be dangerous or 
inconvenient for travel, the owner or tenant of the estate 
abutting on such sidewalk shall, within two hours after 
being notified thereof by the city marshal or any police 
officer, remove the snow and ice from such sidewalks, 
unless such ice is made even and covered with sand or 
ashes to prevent slipping. 

Sect. 9, The provisions of the foregoing section 
shall apply to snow and ice which slides or falls from 
any building, and to ice formed or accumulated upon 
any sidewalk from any cause. 

Sect. 10. No . person shall suffer the platform or 
grate of the entrance or passageway to his cellar or 
basement, heretofore constructed, or which may here- 
after be constructed, in any street, lane, alley or side- 
walk, to rise above the even surface of such street, lane, 
alley or sidewalk ; and every such entrance or passage- 
way shall be at all times kept covered by a suitable and 
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substantial platform or grate ; or in case it shall be kept 
open, it shall be guarded and protected by a sufficient 
railing, on both sides thereof, at least two feet and a half 
high, and well lighted at night. No person shall permit 
or suffer his well, cistern or drain, in any street, lane, 
alley, or sidewalk, in the city, to be open or uncovered, 
unless the same shall be inclosed by a strong and safe 
curb, guard or fence. Whenever the superintendent of 
streets is about to construct a new street, or regrade the 
surface of any street already established, he shall, at 
least two weeks before beginning work thereon, notify 
the committee on drainage, water department, city 
engineer, and all private corporations having power to 
make excavations in streets, of his intention so to do ; 
and any work necessary to be done by either of the said 
departments or corporations, shall be done before the 
surface of the street is again prepared for and open to 
public travel.

drains or sewers of the city ; and shall, also, give notice 
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to the mayor or city marshal in case of nuisance, obstruc- 
tion, or encroachment, in or upon any streets, roads, 
sidewalks, bridges, public walks or squares of the city. 
And the city shall not be responsible for any of his acts 
that have not been ordered by the city council, or the 
board of mayor and aldermen, or sanctioned by express 
vote. He shall have the entire care of the teams owned 
by the city for the uses and purposes above mentioned. 

Sect. 35. As often as- once in each month, and 
whenever thereto directed by the mayor and aldermen, 
the superintendent shall lay before that board an accu* 
rate account of his receipts and expenditures, for exami- 
nation and allowance of the same. All notices of 
defects or want of repair, in public streets or places, 
received by any officer or person in the employ of the 
city, shall be sent tQ the office of superintendent of 
streets, at the city hall ; and said superintendent or some 
competent person detailed by him shall examine the de- 
fect without delay. If it appears from such examination 
that the defect is of such a character as to endanger the 
safety of public travel, and that the city is liable for its 
repair, it shall be immediately repaired by said superin- 
tendent ; and until such repairs are made, he shall do 
whatever is necessary for the safety of the public travel. 

Sect. 36. Any person who shall offend against any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay 
for each and every offence a sum not less than one dol- 
lar, nor more than twenty dollars ; but no person shall 
be prosecuted or tried for any breach of the provisions 
of this ordinance, unless complaint for the same shall be 
instituted and proceedings commenced within six months 
from the time of committing such breach. 
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CHAPTER XXXIV. 

STREET SPRINKLING. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect, i . In the month of January of each year there 
shall be appointed a joint standing committee of the city 
council, to be called the committee on street sprinkling. 
It shall consist of two aldermen and three members of 
the common council. To said committee shall be referred 
all questions and matters relating to the sprinkling of 
streets. 

Sect. 2. Said committee shall make and carrv out 
in behalf of the city all contracts relative to street sprink- 
ling, and shall report any of said contracts for informa- 
tion. It shall purchase all materials and have the care 
of all necessary apparatus. 

Sect. 3. Said committee shall cause to be ascertained 
the names of the owner or owners of each estate abutting 
upon the streets to be watered, and also the number of 
linear feet of each estate abutting upon said streets. It 
shall also cause to be kept such books and records as 
will enable the frontage of such estates and owners 
thereof to be ascertained. Said committee shall furnish 
all facts and data required by the board of aldermen to 
make the assessments hereinafter required to be made. 

Sect. 4. The board of aldermen shall assess upon 
the estates abutting upon the streets watered in each 
year that said streets are so watered, the whole or a 
portion of the cost of said watering, and on or before 
August first in each year shall certify to the assessors of 
taxes the amount of said assessment upon each estate 
which has not been previously paid. 
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CHAPTER XXXV. 

SUBORDINATE OFFICERS. 

ORDINANCE. 

The field drivers, fence viewers, surveyors of lumber, 
surveyors of shingles and clapboards, inspectors of lime, 
measurers of wood and bark, pound-keepers, measurers 
of charcoal baskets, measurers of upper leather, fish 
committee, and all other subordinate officers, whose 
appointment or election is not otherwise provided for, 
shall be appointed by the concurrent vote of the two 
branches of the city council, the right of nomination and 
first election to rest with the mayor and aldermen. 
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CHAPTER XXXVI. 

TAXES.— ASSESSMENT. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. The assessors shall, as soon as practicable 
after the beginning of the municipal year, meet and 
organize themselves by the choice of a chairman and 
secretary ; and a majority of the board shall constitute 
a quorum for doing business. The assessors and assist- 
ant assessors shall receive for their services such com- 
pensation as the city council may from time to time 
determine. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the assistant assess- 
ors to assist in taking a list of the polls and making a 
valuation of the personal property and real estate in said 
wards, and said list of polls and valuation of property 
shall be kept in a separate book for each and every 
ward in the city. 
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Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the assessors to com- Duties of as- 
mence their duties in relation to the assessment of taxes to commence.

on the first day of May in each year, or as soon thereafter 
as practicable, to assess and apportion all the taxes they 
are required to assess ; and they shall note in the margin 
of each tax bill, which they afterwards shall deliver to 
the collector, the place of residence of the person taxed, 
giving the name and number of the street, where he 
resides if in this city, and the number of the ward 
where he dwells. 

Sect. 4. All abatements of taxes shall be made at a Abatements, 
legal meeting of the assessors, and shall be recorded by 
them ; and the record thereof shall contain the name of 
each person whose taxes shall be abated in whole or in 
part, with the amount originally assessed, and the amount 
of abatements ; and the reasons for abatement shall be 
stated on the said record, against the name of each per- 
son whose tax shall be abated ; and this record shall be 
laid before the city council, annually, on or before the 
first Monday in March. 

Sect. k. It shall be the duty of the assessors to make Assessors to

out and deliver to the collector, tax bills of all taxes wiis.etc. 
assessed on all persons and estates, on or before the 
fifteenth day of September in each year. And the 
assessors* oflSce shall be kept open to the public from 9 
A. M. to 12 M., and from 2 to 5 p. m., on every secular 
day of the year ; and at least one of the assessors shall 
be in attendance therein, when not actually engaged in 
visiting real estate for its valuation. 

Sect. 6. The assessors shall, before delivering the Tax books 
tax bills of any assessment to the collector, have them roiilrto^Sw 
correctly recorded in books prepared for that purpose, '*'*^*" * 
and shall have the respective amounts of said bills added 
together and footed at the end of each book, and the 
aggregates of all the books added together to show the 
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total amount of the taxes assessed. Said books shall 
be delivered to the collector with the tax bills therein 
recorded. 



CHAPTER XXXVII. 
TAXES. 

ORDINANCE. 

Collector em- Sect. I. The collector of taxes is authorized and 

powered to 

collect taxes, empowered to use any and all means for collecting the 
taxes committed to him to collect, which may be law- 
fully used by town treasurers when acting as collectors. 
He shall, before proceeding thereto, give bonds in the 
sum of thirty thousand dollars, with sureties to the satis- 
faction of the mayor and aldermen, for the faithful per- 
formance of his duty and the due payment of all moneys 
that may come into his hands. But when such collector 
shall be also city treasurer, such bond shall not be 
required. 

Collector to Sect. 2. The collector shall issue the tax bills imme- 

issue tax hills 

immediately, diatelv after thev are delivered to him bv the assessors, 
and if the same are not paid to him, at his office, on or 
before the twentieth day of October, he shall issue a 
summons to each delinquent person assessed ; and if 
such delinquent person shall not pay his taxes, with 
Summons to twcnty cents in addition thereto for said summons, within 
certatrrcases. tweutv-five davs after the receipt of such summons, or 
after the service thereof upon him in the usual form, 
the said collector shall then proceed to collect all such 
delinquent taxes, together with twenty cents for said 
summons and all legal costs, by distraining the goods of 
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persons of such delinquents, either by himself or by his 
deputy, or any other proper officer, to whom he may 
issue his warrant for the collection of said taxes accord- 
ing to law.

The city of Lynn hereby provides and 
assigns "The Industrial School of the cit\' of Lawrence," 
in this county, as the place of confinement, discipline and 
instruction of children convicted under the ordinances of 
the city of Lynn relating to truancy.

CHAPTER XL 

WATER. 

ORDINANCE. 

Sect. i. As soon as may be, after the passage of water board 
this ordinance, there shall be chosen by the city coun- 
cil, by joint ballot, in convention of both branches 
thereof, five persons, residents of the city, to be members 
of the public water board, with the powers and duties 
hereinafter set forth. And said persons shall hold their 
office as follows, viz : One for the term of four years, 
one for three vears, one for two vears, one for one year, 
severally from the month of January next ensuing, and 
one for such term as may elapse until said month of Jan- 
uary. And within said month, and as soon as mav be 
after the organization of the city government, and there- 
after annually at the same time, there shall be chosen in 
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manner as above, one member of said board, to hold his 
office for the term of five years. Any vacancy arising 
in said number shall be filled by the citj' council for the 
unexpired term, in the manner above prescribed. 

Sect. 2. The persons so chosen shall constitute the 
public water board of the city of Lynn. They shall, 
immediately after their first election, or after the choice 
of members, annually, meet and organize by the choice 
of a president, who shall be of their own number, and 
a clerk, who shall not be a member of the board ; after 
which they may proceed to appoint a superintendent of 
water works, or such other officer or officers in place 
thereof as they may deem proper and necessary. They 
may prescribe the duties of such officers appointed by 
them, fix their terms of office, removing and replacing 
them at their discretion, and may establish their compen- 
sation and also that of the clerk, at any sum which the 
city council may approve. 

Sect. 3. The board, thus constituted, shall have the 
exclusive and entire charge, superintendence and over- 
sight of all structures, works, arrangements and appa- 
ratus designed and provided for the obtaining and supply- 
ing of pure water for the uses of the city. . They shall 
receive from the city council, or any committee thereof 
previously acting, any and all such works and arrange- 
ments as may have been already established, and any 
such party, so delivering the charge thereof, shall there- 
after be free of all responsibility for the management of 
the same. And after the due constitution and organiza- 
tion of the board as aforesaid, the city council shall not 
place in the hands of any committee or commission, for 
execution, any orders for the construction, management 
or repair of any such works, structures or arrangements, 
whether newly determined on or otherwise ; but all such 
matters, and the execution and consummation thereof, 
shall be entrusted to the board as above provided. 
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Sect. 4. Said board shall have control and lurisdic- control of

tion over all lakes, ponds, streams and bodies of water 
provided or possessed by the city for supply as aforesaid, 
and of all lands adjacent or appurtenant thereto, and 
owned or lawfully controlled by the city. And they Rights of 
may exercise all rights as to entry upon and passage ^°^' 
over private premises which now are or hereafter may 
become vested in the city government, as belonging or 
relating to the management and supply of water as 
aforesaid. 

Sect. 5. Said board, and every member thereof, proTS*wSof 
shall use diligent care for the protection and security of ®°""**- 
all sources of water from which a supply is in any part 
obtained, so that the purity and salubrity thereof may 
not be impaired. And for this purpose they shall, indi- 
vidually, have, enjoy and exercise all the powers of 
police officers in relation to trespassers upon the sources 
of water in their charge, or upon the lands or works 
connected therewith, and may arrest or complain of such 
offenders, that they may be dealt with according to law. 
And upon application made by said board, the mayor 
and aldermen may, in their discretion, extend the 
powers above stated to the clerk, superintendent, or 
other officer of the board, to be by him exercised in like 
manner. 

Sect. 6. Said board shall, once in each calendar Payment of 

claims- 
month, meet and examine all bills and claims by them 

incurred in the prosecution of their duty ; and all claims 
approved shall be certified by their president, and passed 
to the auditor of accounts for allowance and payment. 
And a full statement of all contracts, obligations and 
pecuniary arrangements entered into by the board shall 
be seasonably deposited with the auditor, as required 
by the ordinances of the city. The board shall also Sf^co^n^di. 
report to the city council such statement of their pro- 
ceedings as may be required, and they shall furthermore. 
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on or before the last dav of February, make to the city 
council, a full report in detail of their official acts and 
doings for the year preceding. 

Sect. 7. The board shall, in consultation with the 
board of engineers of the fire department, make all 
proper and necessary arrangements for the sufficient 
supply of water for use at fires, and for the affiDrding of 
the same in the most efficient and suitable manner. The 
hydrants of this citv shall be under the care of the fire 
department, but the construction and repair thereof shall 
be under the direction of the public water board. Also, 
in consultation with the mayor and aldermen, or any 
committee thereof, or of the city council, they shall 
arrange for such supply of water as may be required for 
the operating of any public fountain or ornamental pub- 
lic water-works, or for the flushing and cleansing of any 
public sewer or drain, or for any other use clearly dis- 
tinct from that of ordinary water takers : provided, how- 
ever, that the arrangements last described shall in no 
case be made or continued when the supply of water 
to ordinary takers shall be liable so to be diminished or 
impaired. 

Sect. 8. The board shall haye exclusiye charge of 
uLm?'"''*^* the supply of water to all priyate takers of the same, 
and may make all necessary arrangements therefor, 
establishing all such regulations as may be judicious, 
and fixing and ordaining all schedules and tariffs of 
water-rates that may be proper. And all such regula- 
tions and water-rates, with all alterations thereof, shall 
be reported to the city council for approval ; and when 
so approved, they shall have all the force of ordinances 
of the city, and may be enforced in like manner. 

Sect. 9. The rent for the use of water shall be pay- 
able to the water registrar semi-annually in advance on 
the first day of April and October in each year, except 
the rent for the use of hand hose, which shall be payable 
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annually in advance on the first day of April in each 
year. All charges for specific supplies, or for fractional 
parts of the year, shall be payable in advance and before ' 
the water is let on. In all cases of the non-payment of 
the water rent for thirtv davs after the same is due the ^^ ''«n^s. 
water registrar shall serve a summons at the premises of 
said delinquent; and unless said rent is paid within 
seven days thereafter, together with twenty cents for 
said summons, the water registrar shall cut off the sup- ghJtoff"*^^* 
ply ; and the water shall not be let on again until the 
amount due, together with the twenty cents for said 
summons and two dollars for the shutting off and letting 
on is paid : provided^ that no occupant shall be required 
to pay the amount due from a former occupant, and 
provided also that in cases of special supplies, or when 
the water has been let on for a fractional part of a year, 
the summons may be served and the water cut off imme- 
diately ; and it shall not be let on again except upon the 
conditions before mentioned.

shall apply when two or more parties take water through ^'^®?^*^®r 
the same service pipe, although one or more may have °*^- 
paid the proportion due from him or them. All bills for 
the use of water or for special supplies remaining due and 
unpaid for the space of thirty days after a summons 
shall have been issued, shall be deposited w^ith the city 
treasurer, to be by him collected according to law^ All Receipts to 
sums received by the board for the use of water, or for city treasurer, 
the sale of any other matter or thing lawfully held by 
them, shall be paid into the city treasury, and a receipt 
taken therefor. 

Sect. 10. If at any time it shall appear to the board supply to 

J A^ r takers outside 

advisable that the supply of water should be extended ^^lowed!'"'^ 
and afforded to takers not belonging to the city and 
residing beyond its limits, they shall make a special 
report to the city council, stating the facts in the case, 
and the oSXy council may, if they deem fit, pass an order 
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thereon, permitting such use of the water as aforesaid, 
during such period as said order shall define ; and the 
water board may then supply the water according to the 
terms of the order : provided^ however^ that the rate 
charged to such parties shall not be more favorable than 
to the residents of the city ; nor shall such supply be 
continued when it may tend to diminish the quantity to 
which such residents are entitled. 

Sect. ii. No member of the board, and no person 
officially acting under their appointment, shall be a party 
to any contract, bargain or sale of property or material 
connected with the water supply, wherein either the 
board, the city council, or any committee thereof shall 
be the other party ; but all such contracts, bargains or 
agreements, made in violation hereof, shall be utterly 
void as to the city. The members of the board shall 
receive no compensation for their services, and neither 
they, nor any officer appointed under their authority, 
shall demand or receive any fee or reward for service to 
any person in connection with his duty. 

Sect. 12. All the acts and doings of the public 
water board, and of the several members thereof, shall 
always be open to review and correction by the city 
council ; and in case of any malfeasance, or failure, or 
neglect of duty by them, or either of them, the city 
council, upon complaint, made to them, may give notice 
and hearing to the party accused, and thereafter, if they 
see cause, remove from office said board, or the offend- 
ing portion thereof, and thereupon proceed to a new 
election to fill the vacancies so occasioned. 

Sect. 13. If any person shall open any hydrant 
except in case of fire, without a permit from the public 
water board or the engineers of the fire department, or 
shall injure or obstruct any hydrant in any way that 
renders it unfit for immediate use, he shall be liable to a 
penalty of not less than three dollars, or more than 
twenty dollars.

If any person shall make any connection unauthorized 
with any main or service pipe, except for the necessary *^°°"*^*^'*°"®- 
plumbing in the building, or shall make any alteration 
in the pipes so as to conduct the water into adjoining 
premises without a permit so to do from the publicjyvater 
board or their authorized agents, he shall be liable to a 
penalty of not less than three dollars or more than 
twenty dollars. 

Sect. 17. No person shall do any work of plumbing 
in connection with the public water service in any house 
or building, nor in connection with any pipes leading to 
the supply pipes of said public water service, which 
plumbing shall either be directly or indirectly connected 
with the public water service, except he be licensed so 
to do. The board of aldermen shall license suitable 
persons to do the work hereinbefore specified, and the 
licenses so granted shall hold for one year, unless sooner 
revoked. Whoever is licensed as aforesaid, shall regis- 
ter his name with the public water board. 

Sect. 18. Except in cases of repairs, a notice of all 
work done as specified above, shall be filed at the office 
of the public water board within twenty-four hours after 
the same is completed. 
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Sect. 19. No water gate, valves or tank, or other 
fixtures in connection with the public water service, shall 
be located in any building or place, except in accordance 
with the approval of the public water board, or such 
person or persons as said board may designate.

Rules and Orders of the City Council. 



Mayor and Aldermen. 

Section i . The order of business shall be as follows : i . The jour- 
nal of the previous meeting shall be read. 2. Petitions shall next be 
called for, and disposed of by reference or otherwise. 3. Such nomina- 
tions, appointments, and elections as may be in order shall be considered 
and disposed of. 4. The orders of the day shall be taken up ; meaning, 
by orders of the day, the business remaining unfinished at the previous 
meeting, and such communications as may have been subsequently sent 
up from the common council. 5. New business may be introduced by 
any member of the board. 

Sect. 2. Every ordinance shall pass through the following stages 
before it shall be considered as having received the final action of the 
board, viz. : First reading, second reading, passage to be enrolled, passage 
to be ordained ; and every joint resolution shall have two several readings 
before the question shall be taken on its final passage. 

Sect. 3. Any ordinance may be rejected at either stage in its progress, 
but shall not pass through all its stages in one day. 

Sect. 4. Standing committees shall be appointed as follows : 

On Police. 

On Streets. 

On Street Assessments. 

On Elections. 

On Licenses. 

On Bills in Second Reading. 

On Enrolled Bills. 

On Drainage Assessments. 
The first three committees to consist of the mayor and two aldermen ; 
each of the others of three aldermen.

Sect. 5. All committees shall be announced by the mayor, except 
such as the board of aldermen shall determine to elect by ballot. 

Sect. 6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, except by a 
call to order, or for the correction of a mistake, nor shall there be any 
conversation among the members when a paper is being read or a question 
stated by the chair. 

Sect. 7. The above rules and orders of business shall be observed in 
all cases, unless suspended for a specific purpose by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present. 

Common Council. 

Sect. i. Regular meetings of the common council shall be held on 
such evenings in each month as shall be fixed by a standing order of the 
council. 

Sect. 2. At every regular meeting of the council the order of business 

shall be as follows : 

1 . Call to order. 

2. Calling the roll of members. 

3. Reading the journal of the previous meeting. 

4. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

5. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

6. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remonstrances. 

7. Communications and reports from city officers. 

8. Reports of committees. 

9. Motions, orders, or resolutions. 

The above order shall not be departed from except by a vote of a 
majority of the council present. 

Rights and Duties of the President. 

Sect. 3. The president shall take the chair precisely at the hour to 
which the council may stand adjourned. In the absence of the president, 
the senior member present shall call the council to order at the hour, and 
preside until a president pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot. 

Sect. 4. The president shall preserve order and decorum ; he may 
speak to points of order, and shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the council. 
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Sect. 5. He shall declare all votes; but if any member doubt the 
same, without further debate on the question he shall require the mem- 
bers to rise and stand until counted.

Sect. 6. He shall rise to address the council or to put a question, but 
may read sitting.* 

Sect. 7. The president may call any member to the chair, provided 
such substitution shall not last longer than one meeting. When the 
council shall determine to go into the committee of the whole, the presi- 
dent shall appoint the member who shall take the chair. The president 
may express his opinion on any subject under debate, but in such case he 
shall leave the chair and appoint some other member to take it ; and he 
shall not resume the chair while the same question is pending. 

Sect. 8. When a member requires a question to be taken by yeas and 
nays, the president shall take the sense of the council upon the pending 
question without debate. 

Sect. 9. He shall put the previous question in the following form : 
*' Shall the main question be now put?" and it shall be decided without 
debate; (if decided in the affirmative^) no further debate shall be had 
upon the main question. 

Sect. id. When two members rise at the same time, the president 
shall name the member who is first to speak. 

Sect. ii. All committees shall be appointed by the president, unless 
otherwise ordered by the council. 

Sect. 12. The president may vote in all cases; and when the vote is 
taken by ballot, or yeas and nays, he shall be under the same obligation, 
respecting his vote, as other members. 

Rights and Duties of Members. 

Sect. 13. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the council, he shall rise in his place and respectfully 
address the presiding officer; confine himself to the question under 
debate, and shall avoid personality. 

Sect. 14. No member shall mention another member by name, in 
debate, but may describe him by the ward he represents, the place he sits 
in, or such other designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

Sect. 15. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
except by rising to call to order, or to correct a mistake. But if any 
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meml^^er, in speak in g« or othen^ise, transgresses the rules of the council, 
the presi'lent shall ^ or any member fnay^ call to order ; in which case the 
memrx;r v> called to order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted 
tr/ explain ; and the council, if appealed to, shall decide on the case with- 
out debate; and if the decision is against a member, he shall not be 
permitted to speak, unless by way of excuse for the same, until he has 
made satisfaction. 

Skct. 1 6. No member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion, if objected to by any member, without leave of the council, nor more 
than once until all other members choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

Sect. 17. When a question is under debate no motion shall be received, 
but, 

i« To adjourn; 

2. To lay on the table ; 

3. For the previous question ; 

4. To postpone to a certain day ; 

5. To commit; 

6. To amend ; 

7. To postpone indefinitely. 

Which several motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they are here arranged. Motion to adjourn to be decided without debate. 

Skct. 18. A motion for commitment, until decided, shall preclude all 
amendments of the main question. 

Skct. 19. The division of a question may be called for where the sense 
will admit it. 

Skct. 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if any member of 
the council requests it. 

Skct. 2 1 . When a motion has been made and carried in the affirmative 
or negative, any member may move a reconsideration ; and, if seconded, 
it shall be open to debate, and disposed of by the council ; and if the 
motion is made at the same meeting, or if notice be given that a motion to 
consider will be made at the next meeting, no further action shall be taken 
until that time ; but no more than one motion for the reconsideration of 
any vote shall he permitted. 

Skct. 22. No member shall vote, or serve on any committee, on any 
qucHtion in which he has an interest distinct from the public. Every 
member who shall be in the room when a question is put shall give his 
vote, unless the council, for special reason, shall excuse him. Any member 
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desirinpf to be so excused on any question shall make application to 
that effect before the council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays ; and such application shall be accompanied by a brief state- 
ment of reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 23. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is- 
objected to by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of the 
council. 

Sect. 24. No standing mle or order of the council shall be suspended 
unless two-thirds of the Nvhole council shall consent thereto by yea and 
nay vote ; nor shall any rule or order be repealed or amended without 
notice being given of the motion therefor at the meeting next preceding^ 
nor unless two-thirds of the whole council shall concur therein. 

Sect. 25. All questions under consideration, not provided for in the 
foregoing rules, shall be decided according to Cushing's large manual. 

Of Committees, Communications, Reports, Resolutions, Btc. 

Sect. 26. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects, viz : On elections, on bills in second reading, and on enrolled 
bills ; each to consist of three members. 

Sect. 27. All ordinances and resolutions, and all orders shall have 
two several readings before they shall be finally passed by the council. 
All ordinances, before being enrolled, shall be referred to the committee 
on bills in the second reading ; and after being reported upon by said 
committee, the question shall be on passing the same to be enrolled. 

Sect. 28. No order or resolution (except orders for printing by either 
branch of the city council) shall have more than one reading the same 
day, if one-third of the members present object. 

Sect. 29. When committees of the council, chosen by ballot, or com- 
mittees, consisting of one member from each ward, have been appointed 
or elected, whether joint or otherwise, the first meeting thereof shall be 
notified by the clerk, by direction of the president, and shall organize by 
the choice of a chairman, and report to the council, and when commit- 
tees, other than as above specified, have been appointed or elected, the 
person first named shall be chairman, and the clerk shall notify the mem- 
bers of the first meeting by direction of the chairman. 

Sect. 30. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the council, entering thereon all accepted resolutions ; and 
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shall notice reports and memorials and other papers submitted to the 
board, only by their titles, or a brief description of their purport. 

Sect. 31. All committees of the council shall consist of three mem- 
bers, unless a different number be especially ordered ; and no report shall 
be received unless agreed to in committee by majority actually assembled. 
All committees shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 
No committee shall sit during any meeting of the council, without special 
leave. 

Sect. 32. The seats of the city council shall be numbered and deter- 
mined by lot. 

Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council. 

Sect. i. At the commencement of the municipal year, the following 
joint standing committees shall be appointed by their respective boards, 
unless otherwise ordered, viz. : 

1 . On finance ; on education ; on incidental expenses ; — to consist of 
the mayor and one alderman, president and two members of the common 
council. 

2. On laying out and altering streets ; — to consist of the mayor, two 
aldermen, and three members of the common council. 

3. On water supply; — ^to consist of the mayor and two aldermen, 
president and three members of the common council. 

4. On accounts ; on public property ; on public grounds ; on alms- 
house and poor ; on fire department ; on drainage ; on claims ; on street 
lights and electrical matters ; on printing ; on ordinances ; — each to con- 
sist of two aldermen, and three members of the common council. 

Sect. 2. The following named committees are hereby specially 
instructed to perform the following duties : 

Accounts. 

The committee on accounts shall examine carefully all accounts, claims 
and demands against the city, and direct the auditor in relation to the 
same. The auditor shall be personally responsible to said committee for 
the due and proper discharge of his duties, and said committee may 
review, and, if they deem proper, reverse the decision of the auditor as to 
the allowance and payment of any claim against the city brought before 
them by the claimant in the form of an appeal, and upon such reversal 
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the auditor shall countersign the order in the manner provided in section 
2, page 54, of the city ordinances. Said committee on accounts shall, 
once a month, examine and audit the accounts of the auditor and treasurer, 
and at the close of each municipal year report to the city council the 
result of their examinations. They may also at any time, upon the dis- 
covery of any irregularity in the proceedings of the auditor or treasurer, 
report the same to the city council, if they deem it needful for the correc- 
tion thereof. 

Finance. 

The committee on finance shall, under the direction of the city council, 
negotiate all loans made on account of the city, and consider and report 
upon all subjects connected. with the finances of the city ; they shall 
annually, on or before the second Tuesday in March, prepare and lay 
before the city council a printed estimate in detail of the amount of money 
necessary to be raised for the current financial year under the various 
heads of appropriations, and the ways and means of providing for the 
same. 

Said committee shall annually, in the month of April, examine the 
securities of the several sinking funds, and report their condition to the 
city council, with such suggestions as they may deem proper. 

After the appointment of the joint standing committee on finance, all 
proposed orders of the city council, requiring a loan, shall be referred to 
that committee, which shall examine the relation of such orders to the 
general finances of the city and make report thereon. 

Education. 

The committee on education shall consider and report upon all com- 
munications from the school board requiring action by the city council. 
They shall purchase all land required for educational purposes, when 
such purchase has been authorized by the city council ; and shall have 
charge of the erection of all new school-houses. 

Laying Out and Altering Streets. 

The committee on laying out and altering streets shall consider such 
matters as may be referred to them by the city council, relating to the 
subject of laying out and altering streets, and report upon the same. 
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Public Property. 

The committee on public property shall contract for all fuel required 
-ior the use of the city, except as otherwise provided : have the care and 
<:ustody of all buildings and lands, except school-houses and lots in use, 
belonging to the city, and of the erection, alteration and repair of such 
buildings. The said committee shall also assign suitable rooms in the 
public buildings for various city officers, and shall procure such rooms, 
including ward rooms elsewhere, at the expense of the city, and shall 
iurnish and care for all such rooms in a proper manner. 

Public Qrounds. 

The committee on public grounds shall have the care and custody of 
the common, public grounds, public squares, and fountains of the city, 
including electrical fountains, and shall have power to determine when 
the said electrical fountains shall be operated, through the city electrician. 

Almshouse and Poor. 

The committee on almshouse and poor shall visit the almshouse at least 
once in each quarter, and carefully inspect the arrangement and manage- 
ment thereof. They shall, also, at such times, make such examinations 
as they think needful of the various books and registers kept by the over- 
seers, to which, for this purpose, they shall have free access ; and if they 
should detect in any of such examinations any irregularity or impropriety 
in administration they shall report to the city council a full statement 
thereof immediately. All questions and matters relating to the poor 
department, and coming within the jurisdiction of the city council, shall 
be referred to said committee. 

Fire Department. 

The committee on fire department shall examine, as often as once a 

month, the records and accounts of the board of fire engineers, and no 

-expenditures shall be made by said board exceeding one hundred dollars 

in any one year, unless the same shall have been authorized by the said 

committee. 

They shall also consider all applications for appropriations for said 
<iepartment, and report thereon to the city council. 
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Drainage. 

The committee on drainage shall lay, make, maintain and repair all 
main drains or common sewers which shall be ordered by the city council. 
All matters relating to drainage shall be referred to said committee. 

Claims. 

The committee on claims shall investigate all claims against the city 
referred to it by the city council, and may, with the approval of the 
mayor, settle any such claims before suit is brought, if such settlement 
can be effected by the payment of a sum not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars, and in consultation with the city solicitor take such steps as 
they deem expedient for the defence of suits brought for the recovery of 
claims, or, with the approval of the mayor, for their settlement. The 
expense of such defence or settlement shall be paid from the appropri- 
ation for contingencies. 

Street Lights and Electrical Matters. 

The committee on street lights and electrical matters shall have the 
care and custody of all the street lights and fixtures belonging to the city, 
and shall see that the same are kept lighted at such times as the contract 
may require ; shall make, subject to the approval of the city council, all 
contracts for city lighting, and shall not make additions thereto without 
first getting authority from the city council for the same ; shall have 
charge of the maintenance of all wires belonging to the city, and shall 
approve all bills incurred for such maintenance. It shall have charge 
also of all work done upon wires belonging to other persons or corpora- 
tions than the city, which is required to be done under the statues of the 
commonwealth, and shall approve the bills for the same; and wherever 
corporations or parties are required to reimburse the city for money 
expended by it in such work, said committee shall take care that the same 
is collected. 

Printing. 

The committee on printing shall contract for all the city printing ; also 
see that the work performed and material provided are in conformity with 
the terms of the contract, and all bills for printing shall be subject to its 
approval. 
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Water Supply. 

The committee on water supply shall consider and report upon all 
communications from the water board requiring action by the city council, 
and such other matters as may be referred to them by the city council. 

Incidental Expenses. 

The committee on incidental expenses shall examine, and, if it sees fit, 
approve all bills and claims not clearly within the province of either of 
the above committees and not otherwise provided for, and no expenditure 
shall be charged to the account of contingencies except expenditures made 
by the mayor to an amount not exceeding five hundred dollars, in any one 
year, and judgments against the city, unless the same shall have been 
authorized by the said committee, by the concurrent vote of the city coun- 
cil, or by committees, as provided by these rules. 

Sect. 3. Every joint standing committee of the city council, already 
or hereafter appointed or elected, shall, for the current municipal year, 
have the general management and supervision of the department to which 
it has been assigned, and the control of the appropriations made to meet 
the expenditures of their respective departments, subject in all respects to 
the instructions of the city council, and to the provisions of the statutes 
and lawful ordinances. 

Sect. 4. The mayor shall be ex-offlcio chairman of any joint com- 
mittee of which he is a member, and the member of the board of alder- 
men first named on every joint committee, of which the mayor is not a 
member, shall be its chairman ; and in case of his resignation or inability, 
the first named on the part of the council. 

Sect. 5. No bill shall be contracted or approved, except pay-rolls for 
labor, by any committee, except at a meeting of which all the members 
had been notified, and at which there was a quorum present. 

Sect. 6. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by any 
committee, board or. officer (either in addition to the estimates for which 
the appropriation was made, or for an object not included in such esti- 
mates), it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Sect. 7. In all votes in which either or both branches of the city 
council express anything by way of command, the form of expression 
shall be ^^ordered^^ (except only in cases of ordinances) ; and whenever 
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either or both branches express opinions, principles, facts or purposes, 
the form of expression shall be ^*' Resolved.'* 

Sect. 8. In every case of an amendment of an ordinance, or joint 
order, or joint resolution, or joint election of minor municipal officers, 
agreed to in one board and dissented from in the other, a conference may 
be had at the request of either. The committee of conference shall con- 
sist of three members on the part of each branch, representing its vote, 
and their report, if agreed to by a majority of each committee, shall be 
made to the branch asking for the conference, and may be either accepted 
or rejected ; but no other action shall be had, except through a new 
committee or conference. 

Sect. 9. When either board shall not concur with the other in any 
ordinance, order or resolution sent from such other, notice of such non- 
currence shall be given by written message. 

Sect. 10. Either board may propose to the other, for its concurrence, 
a time to which both shall adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn without 
giving notice to the other, through the messenger or otherwise. 

Sect. ii. The reports of all committees, signed by the chairman or 
a majority of the members, shall be made to the board in which the busi- 
ness referred originated. 

Sect. 12. No committee shall act by separate consultation; and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually assembled, 
unless offered as a minority report. 

Sect. 13. It shall be the duty of every joint committee, to whom any 
subject shall be especially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, 
or ask for further time. 

Sect. 14. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve any 
bill or account against the city, for any supplies or service, which shall 
not have been ordered or authorized by the committee. And no commit- 
tee shall enter into any contract with, or purchase, or authorize the pur- 
chase of any article of any of its members. 

Sect. 15. Joint standing committees shall cause records of their pro- 
ceedings to be kept in books provided by the city for that purpose. 

Sect. 16. All reports and other papers submitted to the city council 
shall be written in a fair hand, and the clerks of the boards respectively 
shall make copies of any papers to be reported by committees, at the 
request of the respective chairmen thereof. 
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Sect* 17. No business shall be transacted by the city council in con- 
vention, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, unless by 
unanimous consent. 

Sect. 18. Every joint resolution shall have as many readings in each 
board as the rules of such board require, after which, the question shall 
V>e on passing the same ; and wben the same shall have been passed it 
shall be sent to the other board for concurrence; and when such resolu- 
tion shall have passed each board, the same shall be enrolled by the city 
clerk and examined by a committee of the common council ; and on being 
found correctly enrolled, without further reading or question, shall be 
signed by the president of the common council, and sent to the other 
board, where a like examination shall be made by a committee of tliat 
board ; and if found correctly enrolled, the same shall be signed by the 
mayor. 

Skct. 19. Every ordinance shall have as many readings in each board 
as the rules of such board require, after which the question shall be on 
passing the same to be enrolled ; and when the same shall have passed to 
be enrolled, it shall be sent to the other board for concurrence ; and when 
such ordinance shall have passed to be enrolled in each board, the same 
shall be enrolled by the city clerk and examined by a committee of the 
common council ; and on being found by said committee to be correctly 
enrolled, the same shall be reported to the council, when the question 
shall be on passing the same to be ordained ; and when said ordinance 
shall have so passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by the president of 
the common council and sent to the other board, where a like examination 
shall be made by a committee of that board ; and if found to.be correctly 
enrolled, the same shall be reported to the board, and the question shall 
be on passing the same to be ordained ; and when the same shall have 
passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by the mayor. 

Sect. 20. No enrolled ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 

Sect. 21. After the annual appropriations shall have been made, no 
subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless pro- 
vision for the same shall be made by specific transfer from some of the 
appropriations contained in the annual resolution, or by expressly creating 
therefor a city debt; but no such debt shall be created unless the resolu- 
tion authorizing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two-thirds of the 
whole number of each branch of the city council, voting by yea and nay. 

Sect. 22. No vote by which an order, resolve or ordinance has been 
passed in its final stage shall be reconsidered in either board, after the same 
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has been finally acted upon in the other, unless the motion for reconsider- 
ation be made, or notice given, at the same meeting at which the vote to 
be reconsidered passed ; and when any order, resolve or ordinance shall 
have been rejected, no other, substantially the same, shall be introduced 
by any committee or member during the municipal year, without the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members present. 

Sect. 23, The specific appropriations for the several objects enumer- 
ated in the general appropriation order shall be deemed and taken to be 
the maximum amount to be expended by the several committees, boards 
and officers having the charge thereof for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts appropriated as aforesaid have been expended 
and an additional sum is required, or whenever the estimates for any pur- 
pose exceed the appropriation specially made therefor, the committee, 
board or officers having charge thereof shall furnish to the city council a 
detailed statement of the expenditures already made, and of the necessity 
for an additional appropriation ; and no further contracts shall be made, 
or further expenditures for the object shall be incurred, without instruc- 
tions from the city council. 

Sect. 24. No committee shall expend any portion of their appropri- 
ation for any purpose other than their ordinary expenses unless permission 
has first been obtained from the city council. 

Sect. 25. All contracts awarded by any committee shall be signed by 
the chairman and a majority of members thereof, and no contract shall 
be considered as binding until each and every member shall have had at 
least twenty-four hours notice by mail to examine and sign the same. 



REGULATIONS 

or THB 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 



The board of health of the city of Lynn hereby makes and 
publishes, as required by the Public Statutes of the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, the following regulations for the public health 
and safety : 

\^Ex tract from the Public Statutes^ Chapter 8o^ Section /<5*.] 

"The board shall make such regulations as it judges necessary for the 
public health and safety. Whoever violates such regulations shall forfeit 
a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00)." 

Quarantine of Vessels. 
[^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section 62,"] 

A town may establish a quarantine ground in a suitable place either 
within or without its own limits ; but if such place is without its limits, 
the assent of the town within whose limits it may be established shall be 
first obtained. 

[^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section (5j.] 

Two or more towns may at their joint expense establish a quarantine 
ground for their common use in a suitable place, either within or without 
their own limits ; but if such place is without their limits, they shall first 
obtain the assent of the town within whose limits it may be. 

[^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section 64,^ 

The board of health in each seaport town may from time to time 
establish the quarantine to be performed by vessels arriving within its 
harbor, and may make such quarantine regulations as it judges necessary 
for the health and safety of the inhabitants. 

181 
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\^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section df.] 

Such regulations shall extend to all persons, goods, and effects arriving 
in such vessels, and to all persons who may visit or go on board of the 
same. 

\_Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section 66.'] 

Whoever violates any such regulation after notice thereof has been 
given in the manner before provided in this chapter, shall forfeit not less 
than five nor more than five hundred dollars. 

[^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80 j Section (5/.] 

The board in each seaport town may at any time cause a vessel arriving 
in such port, when such vessel or the cargo thereof is in its opinion foul 
or infected so as to endanger the public health, to be removed to the 
quarantine ground and thoroughly purified at the expense of the owners, 
consignees, or persons in the possession of the same ; and may cause all 
persons arriving in or going on board of such vessel, or handling the 
cargo, to be removed to any hospital under the care of the board, there to 
remain under their orders. 

[^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section 68,] 

A master, seaman, or passenger belonging to a vessel on board of 
which any infection then is or has lately been, or is suspected to have 
been, or which has been at or has come from a port where an infectious 
distemper prevails that may endanger the public health, who refuses to 
make answer on oath to such questions as may be asked him relating to 
such infection or distemper by the board of health of the town to which 
such vessel may come (which oath any member of the board may admin- 
ister), shall forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars; and if not 
able to pay said sum, he shall suffer six months' imprisonment. 

\_Public Statutes^ Chapter 80, Section dp.] 

All expenses incurred on account of any person, vessel, or goods, 
under quarantine regulations, shall be paid by such person or the owner 
of such vessel or goods respectively. 

Contagious Diseases. 

Rule i . The board of health considers the following diseases as dan- 
gerous to the public health, within the meaning of the statute : Cholera, 
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yellow fever, small-pox, varioloid, diphtheria, membraneous croup, 
scarlet fever, measles, typhoid fever, typhus fever, and epidemic cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. 

Rule 2. When a physician knows that a person whom he is called to 
visit, or a householder knows that a person in his family is sick with any 
of the above diseases, he shall immediately give notice to the board of 
health. 

Quarantine. 

Rule 3. Any person sick with any disease dangerous to the public 
health, and all articles infected by the same, shall be immediately sepa- 
rated from all persons liable to contract or communicate such disease, and 
none but nurses and physicians shall have access to persons sick with said 
disease. No person sick with any of said diseases shall be removed at 
any time except by permission and under the direction of the board of 
health. 

Rule 4. Any house in which any of the above diseases shall occur 
may be declared in quarantine by the board of health, or its authorized 
agent or agents. When a house has been declared in quarantine, all 
persons residing therein shall be subject to the rules of the board of health 
relating to quarantine. 

Rule 5. All persons residing in a house that has been declared in 
quarantine shall confine themselves to said house or its immediate 
grounds and shall not hold communication with well persons. Commu- 
nication with said house shall be limited to physicians, nurses, and 
undertakers, and such persons as may be needed to supply its inmates 
with the necessaries of life and in such manner as the board of health 
may direct. 

Rule 6. When, in the opinion of the board of health (or its agent), 
the necessity for quarantine has passed, it shall declare the quarantine 
raised and disinfect the house. 

See Public Statutes, chapter 80, section 75: "When a disease 
dangerous to the public health breaks out in a town, the board shall 
immediately provide such hospital or place of reception for the sick and 
infected as is judged best for their accommodation and the safety of the 
inhabitants, which shall be subject to the regulations of the board ; and 
the board may cause any sick and infected person to be removed thereto, 
unless his condition will not permit of his removal without danger to his 
health, in which case the house or place where he remains shall be 
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considered as a hospital, and all persons residing in or in any way 
concerned within the same shall be subject to the regulations of the board 
as before provided." 

Rule 7. Every dwelling where diphtheria, scarlet fever and small- 
pox is known to exist, shall be conspicuously labelled at its entrance with 
a card, properly specifying the disease ; such card there to remain until 
removed by the board, or its agent, or by permission of said board. 

Rule 8. No child shall be allowed to attend the public schools while 
any member of the family to which said child belongs, is sick with a 
disease dangerous to the public health, or during a period of two weeks 
after the death, recovery, or removal of such sick person ; and any pupil 
coming from such family shall be required to present to the teacher of 
the school the pupil desires to attend, a certificate from the attending 
physician, or board of health, of the facts necessary to entitle such child 
to admission in accordance with the above regulation. 

Rule 9. No person from any dwelling wherein a disease dangerous 
to the public health exists, shall take any book or magazine to or from 
the public library without a permit from the board of health. The board 
will inform the librarian of all cases of said diseases, and until a written 
permit is given, he shall allow neither books nor magazines to be taken- 
to or returned from the dwellings where such cases exist. 

Rule id. In all cases of disease dangerous to the public health, the 
house or tenement occupied during the sickness, must be disinfected 
under the direction and supervision of the board of health. 

Rule ii. All bedding and personal clothing or property exposed to 
contagion or infection by any of the above diseases, shall be at once 
properly cleansed, fumigated or destroyed, as the board of health may 
direct. 

Rule 12. No patient affected with any contagious disease will be 
considered well and free from isolation until the attending physician, or 
a physician employed by the board of health, certifies that he has per- 
sonally inspected the patient and found that he is no longer a source of 
danger. No such certificate will be received by the board "of health, in 
case of scarlet fever, until at least three weeks have elapsed from the 
beginning of the illness, and desquamation is complete. 

Rule 13. Any undertaker or other person having in his care or 
possession the body of a person who has died of a disease dangerous to 
the public health, shall give immediate notice to the board of health, and 
shall cause such body, including the face, to be wrapped in a sheet 
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saturated with a ten per cent, solution of chloride of zinc, and shall 
immediately place it in a sealed coffin, which shall not thereafter be 
opened. He shall notify the said board, or its agent, of time when the 
body is to be removed, and shall sign a certificate containing a true 
statement of the fact that he has complied with the foregoing provision 
of this section, and he, and every person having charge or custody, or 
right of disposal, of the body, shall cause the burial to take place imme- 
diately, and in all cases within eight hours after the time of death, unless 
further time shall be allowed by the board of health. A private funeral 
shall be held, at which none but the immediate adult relatives and clergy- 
men shall be present. The body shall, in no case, be removed in any 
carriage used in conveying passengers ; and all carriages used in convey- 
ing persons at funerals from houses where any one has died from any 
contagious disease shall be immediately disinfected under direction of the 
board of health, after being so used. 

Rule 14. When a person who has been sick with any of the diseases 
specified in rule i, has recovered or died, the board of health, upon 
notification by the physicians in attendance, that the house is ready for 
disinfection, shall proceed to disinfect said house in such manner as it 
shall deem proper. 

Rule 15. No pupil affected with whooping cough shall be permitted 
to attend school until fully recovered. 

See Public Statutes, chapter 80, section 76: * * "and whoever 
obstructs the selectmen, board of health, or its agent, in using such means 
to prevent the spreading of the infection, or wilfully removes, obliterates, 
defaces or handles the red flags, or other signals so displayed, shall forfeit 
for each offence not less than ten nor more than one hundred dollars." 



An Act Relative to Vaccination. 
\_Acts of i8g4^ Chapter §i§J\ 

Be it enacted^ etc,^ as follows : 

Section i. Parents and guardians shall cause their children and 
wards to be duly vaccinated before they attain the age of two years, 
except as provided in section 2 of this act. For every year's neglect the 
party offending shall forfeit the sum of ^iWQ dollars. 

Sect. 2. All children who shall present a certificate signed by a 
regular practicing physician that they are unfit subjects for vaccination 
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shall not be subject to the provisions of section 9, of chapter 47, of the 
Public Statutes, excluding unvaccinated children from public schools, and 
all children upon such a certificate shall be exempted from the provisions 
of this act, and the parents and guardians of such children shall not be 
liable to the penalties imposed by section i of this act. 

Sect. 3. The board of health in any city or town shall require and 
enforce the vaccination and revaccination of all the inhabitants thereof 
whenever in the opinion of said board the public health or safety requires 
such action. Every person over twenty-one years of age, not under 
guardianship, who neglects to comply with such requirement shall forfeit 
the sum of five dollars. 

Sect. 4. The board of health in any city or town shall furnish the 
means of free vaccination or revaccination to all the inhabitants thereof 
whenever in the opinion of said board the public safety requires it. 

Sect. 5. Incorporated manufacturing companies, superintendents of 
almshouses, state reform schools, industrial schools, lunatic hospitals, 
and other places where the poor or sick are received, masters of houses 
of correction, jailers, keepers of prisons, the warden of the state prison, 
and superintendents or officers of all other institutions supported or aided 
by the state shall, at the expense of their respective establishments or 
institutions, cause all the inmates thereof to be vaccinated or revaccinated 
whenever in the opinion of the board of health, in the city or town in 
which such establishments or institutions are situated, the health of the 
inmates thereof or the public safety requires such action. 

Sect. 6. Sections 51, 52, 53, 54, and 55, of chapter 80, of the Public 
Statutes, are hereby repealed : provided^ that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as affecting any action that may be pending under 
said sections at the time of the passage of this act. 

Sect. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Contagious Diseases Among Domestic Animals. 

Rule 16. Whoever has knowledge of, or has good reason to suspect, 
the existence of a contagious disease among any species of domestic 
animals, whether such knowledge is obtained by personal examination or 
otherwise, shall forthwith give notice thereof to the board of health. 

Rule 17. No person, except as ordered or directed by the board of 
health, shall drive or cause to pass through said city, from place to place, 
or from place to place therein, animals diseased or infected with 
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pleuro-pneumonia, farcy, glanders, or rabies, or any other contagious or 
infectious disease. 

Rule i8. Persons having the care and custody of animals diseased or 
infected with pleuro-pneumonia, farcy, glanders, or rabies, or any other 
contagious or infectious disease, whether their own property or otherwise, 
and having received an order for their isolation, shall neither sell, swap, 
trade, give, nor in any way dispose of such animals; nor drive, nor 
work, nor move, nor allow them to be moved away from the place of 
isolation, nor allow other animals, not already exposed, to come in con- 
tact with them until otherwise ordered by the board of health of the city 
of Lynn, or the state cattle commissioners. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of the foregoing rules (i6, 17, 
and 18), shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment not exceeding one year. 

Cesspools, Privies, and Vaults. 
[^Acts of i8go^ Chapter 74."] 

No privy vault shall be established in a city which accepts this act, 
either upon the premises situated on a public or private street, court or 
passageway where there is a public sewer opposite thereto, or upon 
premises connected with a public or private sewer, without permission in 
writing first obtained from the board of health of such city. And when- 
ever there is in such a city, a privy vault so situated which, in the opinion 
of the board of health of such city, is injurious to the public health, said 
board shall declare the same to be a nuisance, and forbid its continuance, 
and sections 21 to 23, inclusive, of chapter 80 of the Public Statutes shall 
apply to such nuisances so declared. 

This act shall take effect in any city of the commonwealth when 
accepted by the city council thereof. 

Accepted by the city council, August 15, 1890. 

Rule 19. No person shall build, or cause to be built, any privy, 
vault, or cesspool, unless the same is constructed in a thorough and 
substantial manner, lined with stone, brick, or other suitable material of 
sufficient thickness and strength to prevent the walls from falling in, and 
located so that the inside of the same shall be at least three feet distant 
from the line of any adjoining street or lot. Evei*y cesspool shall be of 
sufficient size to contain at least eight cubic feet, measured below two 
feet beneath the surface of the ground, and when not water-tight, shall 
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be at least twenty feet from the outside of the cellar wall of any tenement 
or dwelling, and thirty feet distant from any well, spring, or any other 
source of water supply used for culinary or domestic purposes. In no 
case shall the drainage from a privy, vault, cesspool, or sink, or foul 
drainage from any domestic source, be permitted to enter any stream, 
brook, run or pond within the limits of the city. 

Rule 20. All privies and vaults shall be cleaned once a year, and at 
such other times as may be necessary to prevent their becoming offensive. 

Rule 21. No person, unless duly authorized by the board of health, 
shall be allowed to empty or clean, or cause to be emptied or cleaned, 
privies, vaults, or cesspools, within the city limits, and whenever a privy, 
vault, or cesspool becomes full or offensive, the owner or inhabitants of 
the land on which such privy, vault or cesspool is situated, shall forth- 
with notify the board of health, and thereupon, the board of health shall 
cause the same to be emptied and cleansed at the expense of the owner or 
inhabitant of the premises. 

\^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80 ^ Section 21,'] 

The board or the health officer shall order the owner or occupant at 
his own expense to remove any nuisance, source of filth, or cause of 
sickness, found on private property, within twenty-four hours, or such 
other time as it deems reasonable, after notice served as provided in the 
following sections ; and if the owner or occupant neglects so to do, he 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for every day during 
which he knowingly permits such nuisance of cause of sickness to 

remain after the time prescribed for the removal thereof. 

* 

\^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section 22,"] 

Such order shall be made in writing, and served by any person compe- 
tent to serve a notice in a civil suit, personally on the owner, occupant, 
or his authorized agent ; or a copy of the order may be left at the last 
and usual place of abode of the owner, occupant, or agent, if he is 
known and within the state. But if the premises are unoccupied, and 
the residence of the owner or agent is unknown, or without the state, the 
notice may be served by posting the same on the premises, and advertising 
in one or more public newspapers in such manner, and for such length 
of time, as the board of health officer may direct. 
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\_Public Statutes^ Chapter 8o^ Section 2J.] 

If the owner or occupant fails to comply with such order, the board 
may cause the nuisance, source of filth, or cause of sickness, to be 
removed, and all expense incurred thereby shall be paid by the owner, 
occupant, or other person who caused or permitted the same, if he has 
had actual notice from the board of health of the existence thereof. 



Cleanliness of Houses and Premises. 

\^Public Statutes^ Chapter 80^ Section 24^ provides ;] 

The board, when satisfied, upon due examination, that a cellar, room 
tenement, or building in its town, occupied as a dwelling-house, has 
become, by reason of the number of inhabitants, want of cleanliness, or 
other cause, unfit for such purpose, and a cause of nuisance or sickness 
to the inhabitants or the public, may issue a notice in writing to such 
occupants or any of them, requiring the premises to be put in a proper 
condition as to cleanliness ; or, if they see fit, requiring the occupants to quit 
the premises within such time as the board may deem reasonable. If the 
persons so notified, or any of them, neglect or refuse to comply with the 
terms of the notice, the board may cause the premises to be properly 
cleansed at the expense of the owner, or may remove the occupants for- 
cibly, and close up the premises, and the same shall not be again occu- 
pied as a dwelling place without the consent in writing of the board. If 
the owner thereafter occupies, or knowingly permits the same to be occu- 
pied, without such permission in writing, he shall forfeit not less than ten 
dollars ($10.00) nor mor&than fifty dollars ($50.00). 

Rule 22. In considering the number of occupants, in accordance 
with the foregoing section, this board will consider a sleeping-room to be 
overcrowded unless there should be at least four hundred (400) cubic feet 
of air space for each inhabitant occupying the same. 

Rule 23. No dwelling, or any part thereof, within the city of Lynn, 
shall be used for the sale, storage, sorting or handling of rags, without a 
written permit of the board of health. 

Rule 24. All house offal, whether consisting of animal of vegetable 
substances, shall be placed in suitable covered vessels, and no ashes or 
other refuse shall be mingled therewith, and the same shall be kept in 
some convenient place, to be taken away by the teams of the board of 
health. 
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Rt'LE 25. No person shall remove or cany in or through any of the 
streets, s^juares, courts, lanes, avenues, places, or alleys within the city, 
stinking or offensive matter, or any house dirt or house offal, either ani- 
mal or vegetable, or any grease, bones, or any refuse substance from any 
of the dwelling-houses or other places in the city, unless such person so 
removing or earning the same, and the mode in which the same may be 
removed or carried, shall be expressly licensed by the board of health, 
upon such terms and conditions as it may deem the health and interest of 
the city may require. 

RcLE 26. No person, without a license from the board of health, shall 
throw into or leave in or upon any street, court, square, lane, alley, pub- 
lic square, public enclosure, vacant lot, or any pond or body of water 
within the limits of the city, any dead animal, dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, 
cinders, shavings, hair, manure, oyster, clam or lobster shell, waste 
water, rubbish, or filth of any kind, or any refuse, fish, animal or vege- 
table matter whatsoever ; nor shall any person throw into or leave in or 
upon the flats or tide-water within the jurisdiction of the city, any dead 
animal or other foul or offensive matter. 

Rule 27. No person shall bury the contents of any vault or cess- 
pool on premises occupied by him or his tenants, or allow any filth or bad- 
smelling water to run out upon, or be thrown upon the surface of the 
ground of such premises. 

Rule 28. Kitchen and waste sinks must be safely and properly trapped 
and connected with a sewer or well-covered drain, and must not be per- 
mitted to discharge by spouts, or otherwise, upon the side of the house, 
or upon the surface of the ground. 

Rule 29. No person shall keep any fowl or animal in any part of a 
dwelling-house, or in any place in the city where the board of health may 
deem such keeping detrimental to the health or comfort of residents of 
the neighborhood, or to those who may pass thereby ; and said board shall 
have the power to remove or cause to be removed therefrom, any such 
fowl or animal so kept. 

Rule 30. Nt) swine or cattle shall be kept within the limits of the city 
without a license first obtained therefor from the board of health, and then 
only in such places and manner as it shall direct. 

Rule 31. Owners and occupants of livery and other stables within 
the city, shall not wash or clean their carriages or horses, or cause them 
to be washed or cleaned in the streets or public ways. They shall keep 
their stables and yards clean, and not allow large quantities of manure to 
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accumulate in or near the same at any time between the first day of May 
and the first day of November, and no manure shall be allowed to 
accumulate or remain uncovered outside of a stable building. 

Unwholesome Food. 

Rule 32. No person shall sell or offer for sale, or have in his 
possession with intent to sell, in this city, any unwholesome, decayed, or 
stale fruit, vegetables or provisions of any kind whatever, or any tainted, 
diseased, corrupt, decayed, or unwholesome meat or fish, or any 
adulterated article of food. 

Offensive Trade. 

Rule 33. No person or company shall erect or maintain within the 
limits of this city any manufactory or place of business dangerous to life 
or detrimental to health, or where unwholesome, offensive, or deleterious 
odors, gas, smoke, deposits, or exhalations are generated, without the 
permit of the board of health, and every such establishment now existing 
shall be kept clean and wholesome in every particular, so as not to be 
offensive or prejudicial to life and health. 

Gathering of Ashes and Rubbish. 

Rule 34. Owners or occupants of dwelling-houses, stores, or other 
buildings, are required to place their ashes and rubbish in barrels, or 
«ome convenient vessels, in the street opposite their premises, on or before 
*] o'clock in the morning of the day that the ash carts will pass by said 
•dwelling-houses, stores, or other buildings. Street filth, trimming of 
trees and vines will not be removed if placed in the streets. No team will 
be sent back to collect rubbish after having passed through the streets on 
■account of parties neglecting to place their ashes or rubbish out on time, 
£. ^., on or before 7 o'clock a. m. 

The word rubbish, used in rule 34 of the revised regulations, will be 
construed not to include the rubbish made in the construction, alteration, 
or repairs of buildings, trimming of trees or bushes, wood, or manure, 
stones, mortar or bricks.
